“I blame not the Kaiser or Germany,” he 

says, “but chiefly England, who has plotted and 

planned it from the days of the first big German 

battleship.

Mr. Bigelow was a playmate of the German 
Emperor when both were boys, and his friend 
for years after thy grew up. He is the author 
of “History of the German Struggle for Liberty, 
1806-1848.’ 

All but one of the Casement leticrs were writ- 
ten in this country, and most of them after the 
war began. They show that Sir Roger was active 
here in behalf of the Irish Volunteer movement 
and hoped to prevent Irishmen from enlisting 
in the British army. The letters ceased abruptly 
in October, 1914, when Sir Roger sailed for 
Christiana, going thence to Berlin, where he was 
cordially received by the German Government.

Why the Progressives? 

HE Progressive party was found-

It achieved a 
marvelous result in the presidential 
election of 1912, casting 4,130,000 
votes as against 3,485,000 for Taft. 
Roosevelt was not elected, notwith- 
standing this magnificent personal 
tribute; and the Progressives secured 
only a small number of state officers, 
Congressmen and Senators. Two 
years later 1,700,000 voters still ad-

The principal reason for the lack pee

N 1896 I saw Roger Casement for the first 
| time and William II for the last. It was the 
year of the Jameson raid and I happened to 
be in Berlin when the famous dispatch to Paul 
Kruger astonished the world at large, perplexed 
the public men of Germany, and for the first time 
made serious Englishmen realize that the policy 
of the Hohenzollerns was henceforth one of co- 
lonial expansion by fair means or foul. 

Let us recall that this dispatch was accepted by 
the Boers as an intimation that they had in the 
King of Prussia a friend to whom they could look 
in case of trouble with England. German propa- 
ganda was very active even then in South Africa 
and the Boer War which broke out three years 
later was prolonged for many months because of 
German promises which remained unfulfilled. 
Had submarines and Zeppelins been perfected 15 
years earlier the world war would have found its 
pretext in Pretoria rather than Sarajevo. 

Roger Casement was then British Consul in 
Delagoa Bay, enthusiastically laboring to thwart 
the efforts of England’s enemies, who were se- 
cretly using this port of Portuguese East Africa 
in order to supply the rebellious Boers with mu- 
nitions of war. Casement made me his guest 
while in Delagoa Bay, for I came to him with a 
letter from the then British Colonial Minister, 
Joseph Chamberlain. We became warm friends 
immediately and I am happy of an opportunity 
to bear witness to his many noble qualities, even

of his country and served British interests, 
not merely to the extent of his salary, but 
with an energy and enthusiasm that would have 
killed an ordinary man. He was tall, spare, wiry 
and capable of immense marches under the trop- 
ical sun. He had an infinite fund of patience and 
good humor and, in short, of the many good men 
I have known in canoeing and campaigning, it 
would be hard to think of one as a better pal in 
fair weather or foul than Roger Casement. 
Even so early as when I first knew him his 
devotion to British interests was so strong that 
an official report was to him not complete until 
he had personally verified all possible details. 
He was in the habit of starting off like another 
Haroun al Raschid, alone or attended only by a 
trusty native servant, and taking tramps of days 
and weeks through the tropical jungle in order 
to see justice done or know the reason why. 
This hatred of injustice and fearlessness in 
seeking redress made him a most lovable char- 
acter to me and a modern embodiment of the 
consular Don Quixote.

OLTKE was 70 when he planned the battles 
M Of Mars-la-Tour and Gravelotte; Blucher 
was also 70 past when he shook hands 
with Wellington after Waterloo. Imagine the 
brains of those men condemned to innocuous 
desuetude at 63 and you may imagine at the 
same time strange vagaries which in this year of 
grace would probably resolve themselves into 
pacifism or pro-Germanism. 
Casement commenced his career of madness 
through a too-strenuoups study of Irish mythol- 
ogy masquerading under the name of history. 
Little by little he became a victim of that species 
of auto-intoxication which culminates in the ora- 
tor who -delights a St. Patrick’s day banquet by 
frothing at the mouth as he portrays an'imaginary 
paradise converted into a howling wilderness by 
the cruelty of Saxon domination. Casement’s lat- 
ter-day dream was to forbid the use of English 
words or wares in Ireland, to Hibernize the Em- 
erald Isle as Prussia sought to Germanize her 
Polish provinces. Only a madman could go to 
Berlin for help in starting a republic and the fact 
that Casement trusted any Prussian promises in 
this matter is sufficient for an English court desir- 
ous of committing him to a sanitarium rather than 
the scaffold. 
The following letters all fall within the first 
year of the war and contain abundant evidence 
of their writer’s madness and generous qualities. 
My own letters to Casement, if he has preserved 
them, will show that his present ending was fore- 
seen by me, and that I did what I could to open 
his eyes to the treachery of our hyphenated poli- 
ticlans who would use his name and talents as 
they once used those of Henry George. They 
killed Henry George and another victim of Irish- 
American politics may be added, that of my dear 
old friend, Sir Roger Casement.

Professional Irish Trouble-Makers.

The abortive effort of a few thousand fanatics 
to free Ireland by force of arms, which has just 
dismal failure, demonstrates once 
more the utter and absolute futility of physical 
ferce as a means to obtain the independence of 


terminated 


Ireland without the co-operation of all the Irish 
people and the active support of some powerful 
foreign nation. 


During the days of the Land League and its 
successor the Irish National League, when Davitt, 
Parnell, Dillon and Redmond were on the firing 
line battling with coercion and rapacious land- 
lordism, Mr. Casement was allied with what was 
then known as the “Foreign Garrison” and was 


receiving honors and a fat salary from the Gov- 

errment he now attacks. 

The mention of Jim Connolly's name as com- 
mander of the forces of the Irish republic must be 
repulsive to every Irishman possessed of a sem- 
blance of decency and respectability, who is fa- 
miliar with the ruffilanism attending the strike 
promoted and fostered by the notorious Jim Lar- 
kin in Dublin a few years ago.

The arrangement for co-operation between Mex- 
ican and American forces in pursuing Villistas 
and restoring order in Northern Mexico is not 
more welcome to the administration at Washing- 
ton than to the masses of the American people. 

We believe that a great majority of the Amer- 
ican people are glad the United States are not 
at war with Mexico and do not want war with 
Mexico.

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FOSTERING REBELLION IN IRELAND.

It was impossible to overestimate the effect 
which the advent of the Ulster leader, Hd- 
ward Carson, to the Cabinet had exercised 
upon the minds of the people of Ireland. 

If the home rule bill had not been placed 
on the statute books there would have been 
a great explosion of rage and disappointment 
both in Ireland and the United States, which, 
when the war came, would have assumed 
alarming proportions. 

Mr. Birrell, until a few days ago, was a mem- 
ber of the Government which is shooting Irish 
patriots; in fact, was 8 member of it when the 


first dozen or so of executions took place. That

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| Senate and House Agree on Army Bill 


ONLY A HALF-WAY MEASURE. 

Indianapolis Star: The “compromise” of the 
Senate and House on the army bills is mainly 
a triumph for the House. The Senate bill pro- 
vided for a standing army of 250,000 men, but the 
Senate has been forced to agree to 206,000, with 
a minimum of 160,000, the latter to be attained 
within five years, and to an abandonment of its 
plan for a volunteer Federal reserve force of 
261,000. 

The provision in the House bill for a Federal- 
ized national guard was finally accepted by the 
Senate. It is this feature of the so-called pre- 
paredness legislation over which the real struggle 
has been. Under it the cost of equipping, drill- 
ing and remunerating the state troops will large- 
ly be paid by the general Government and this 
makes a comfortable division of national funds 
among the states—a matter greatly desired by the 
Democrats. 

If the guard would make an effective reserve 
force for the regular army this would not be a 
serious objection, but history, from Washington’s 
day to the present, shows that the two classes of 
troops do not work well together. Gen. Leonard 
Wood shows in his recent book the strong ob- 
jections to the plan and he has no faith in its 
effectiveness. Doubt has also been expressed 
whether or not Congress has the right undef the 
Constitution to Federalize the militia. 

The country must welcome any step toward 
preparedness, but it is a half-way measure that 
looks far from promising effective results. 


A FAIR BEGINNING FOR AN ARMY. 

The New York World: In seven years, if the 
conference army bill were put into effect and 
were to work well, there might be in the coun- 
try 1,000,000 trained, available men—206,000 active 
army, including special forces; a rather larger 
number of reserves; 425,000 militia and an un- 
known force of training-camp graduates. 

The number might even prove greater if one- 
gear enlistments of men, with the “excellent” 
rating, passing rapidly into reserve, were numer- 
ous, and if the training camps proved popular. It 
would be much smaller if the active army lagged 
at the minimum and especially if the national 
guard failed to maintain its quota. 


In some states this may happen. To enroll 
800 men for each Senator and Representative, 
New York must double its national guard and 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania must increase 
._theirs by 140 and 150 per cent, respectively. But 
Georgia will need to recruit 260 per cent, Ne- 
braska 286 per cent, Texas 320 per cent and Kan- 
sas 850 per cent of their present state forces. 
It will not be strange if some states fall far 
short, but this method of settling the controversy 
between the guardsmen and the promoters of the 
volunteer plan is worth trial. Failing, it can be 
changed; if necessary, upon short notice. 

The navy is our traditional first line of defense; 
no great opposition is expected now to its en- 
hancement. With a stronger sea force, the con- 
ference plan, if enacted, will provide a fair begin- 
ning of a medern scheme of defense. It should 
_be at least a great improvement upon our present 
--ptate of inviting helplessness.

It is not 
likely that this number will come forward to join 
the regulars. The experience of other countries 
shows that if an army is to be large it must be a 
citizen army, and not set aside as a special force. 

The next major defect is the use of the state 
militia of the various states as the second line 
As the regular establishment is too professional, 
so the state guarcs are too civilian. It is prac- 
tically impossible to create soldiers by sporadic 
night drill in small units and by two weeks of 
camp life per year. The manual of arms can »e 
taught in armories and something done in the way 
of instruction in rifle shooting, but it is neces- 
sary for soldiers to be hardened into ability to 
march and endure hardships, and to be educated 
into capacity to take care of themselves when in 
the field. These things cannot be attained through 
the national guard. At least six months of con- 
tinuous service under army conditions are nec- 
essary for the making of a soldier. It will be 
necessary to train the national guard after war 
begins in the essentials of modern military life. 


SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: ® Here is substantial 
progress. Assuming that the tentative agreement 
between the conferees is ratified by the Senate 
and the House and becomes a law, there will be 
reason for satisfaction that so much has been 
accomplished. At the same time no thoughtful 
American will believe that this new American 
army is wholly adequate to the needs of the re- 
public. The bill constitutes a promise and sign 
of what must follow rather than a goal attained. 

Talk of militarism is nonsense. Talk of peace 
at any price is perilous. This new army bill rep- 
resents neither. It represents, primarily, a peo- 
ple awakening to their military needs after years 
of blind confidence. Therein, perhaps, lies the

JUGGLING THE ARMY. 

New York Evening Telegram: In their com- 
promise on the army bill the professional politi- 
cians in the Senate and House may think they 
have shown a fine bit of strategy, but they won't 
fool the public one bit. 

An army of 681,000 men, on peace footing agreed 
upon, is the proud announcement from Washing- 
ton. 

Let us see how it is made up. 

In place of an army of regulars of 250,000 as 
the minimum strength, as favored by the Senate, 
the compromise is for one of 160,000 men, which 
may in the discretion of the Secretary of War, 
be increased to 176,000. To this maximum of 
176,000 add 31,000 practical noncombatants, mem- 
bers of the Quartermaster’s Department, Medical 
Department, Signal Corps, Philippine Scouts and 
8700 unassigned recruits and we get a total of 
206,000 regulars. 

To this add 425,000 national guardsmen and Con- 
gress smilingly bids us contemplate an American 
army of 631,000. 

We have really an army of 160,000 and no more, 
and that number always liable to be scaled down 
through desertions and disability. It’s about 50 
per cent increase over the present establishment. 

But the percentage of increase in fighting men, 
in the interest of economy presumably, is not fol- 
lowed out in the creation of fat salaried. swivel 
chair jobs.

NEW YORK PROFFERS SERVICE. 

Philadelphia Ledger: New York has spoken 
at the right time, and the country rises to ap- 
plaud the magnificent protest of American man- 
hood that glorified her streets yesterday. Such a 
proffer of services and willingness to sacrifice 
and be sacrificed redeem the situation and give 
heart to everyone from coast to coast. 
REPRESENTS CONVICTION. 

Philadelphia Record: The great torchlight 
procession in 1868 that filled Michigan avenue, 
} Chicago, from curb to curb for hours, was the pre- 
cursor of the election of Grant and the defeat of 
fiat money. The immense “sound money” pro- 
cession in New York in 1896 was the precursor of 
the defeat of cheap money, fiat money with a 
silver plating. The preparedness procession in 
New York yesterday seems to have been much 
‘greater than either, and it expressed the convic- 
tion of the people of this country that the United 
States should be put in a posture of defense. 

A REPRESENTATIVE PARADE. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: One hundred and 
forty-five thousand men and women paraded New 
York on Saturday in the largest civic demonstra- 
tion ever known in this country. 

These paraders were not sentimentalists, they 
were not agitators and they were not induced by 
the “gold of the munitions manufacturers.” They 
stood for the rank and file of the whole country 
and their purpose was simply to indicate that 
they desire their hearthstones to be made safe. 
Many thousands more would have appeared could 
they have been accommodated, but there was a 
time limit set by daylight, which fixed the num- 
ber. 

It is a fair deduction from the unqualified suc- 
cess of this demonstration that the people of 
this country, who have been sitting so long in 
darkness, have seen a great light; that they are 
tired of a policy which leaves us a prey to any 
nation, a policy which finds us at this present 
juncture in ‘a perilous situation. ~~ 


MARCHED FOR PEACE. 

New York World: When New York marched 
for preparedness it marched also for peace. When 
New York pronounced pacifism a failure it con- 
demned not the purpose but the method. When 
New York demanded wc2pons and men trained in 
the use of them, it did not commit itself to mil- 
itarism; it indicated its refusal to rely henceforth 
upon a pacifism known to be worthless. In this 
we believe that the metropolis spoke also for the 
United States. 

Until a change comes over the earth of which 
there are no signs at present, every true aspira- 
tion of pacifism, like every right cherished by 
freemen, can have no adequate defense that does 
not rest upon force. 


NOT A WAR DEMAND. 

St. Joseph News-Press: This popular demon- 
stration is not to be construed as a desire for war. 
It is rather to be viewed as a protest against pro- 
longation of the appearance of weakness which 
invites other nations to look upon this great 
Commonwealth with contempt. We may be sure 
that the Mexican bandits would not have swarmed 
across the international border, murdering sol- 
diers and cilivians alike, and pillaging towns and 
ranches, if they had not been told that this coun- 
try was unprepared to fight, even a little. Judg- 
ing from the tone of diplomatic notes received 
at Washington, this impression also prevails in 
some of the chancellories of Europe. Americans 
have been subjected to slurs by foreigners and by 
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semi-foreigners posing in the garb of American 
citizenship, and have until quite recently sub- 
mitted patiently to studied insolence in the inter- 
est of peace. The people of this country do not 
want either war or entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations; and for the sake of such exemption 
they have endured much, But, if war is forced 
upon ,us, or if the rights of the citizens of the 
United States are trampled upon, the people of 
this Union will demand preparedness for any 
eventuality. This, and this alone, was the motive 
for the monster demonstration which has been 
staged in New York last Saturday. 


THE VOICE OF NEW YORK. 

Indianapolis Star: It will not do to say that 
New York is moved merely by selfishness grow- 
ing out of the fact that it would be the first city 
to be attacked by a foreign enemy. That circum- 
stance no doubt has its influence, but why should 
it not? It is an influence that would affect Amer- 
icans in the interior if they chanced to be within 
the first range of foreign guns. But these citizens 
of the interior would not look on with passive 
indifference if New York were attacked. Even 
if they cared nothing for the safety of that city 
in itself, the pride of country, the rage of resent- 
ment because of the invasion of our land and the 
insult to the nation would impel them to rise to 
the nation’s defense. Then why not give the 
Americans of New York credit for genuinely 
patriotic sentiment also? 

But an attack on New York would be a blow 
to the country that would be felt in every artery 
of the country’s commerce. A bombardment of 
the metropolis and the destruction of its commer- 
cial district would paralyze business in every 
quarter of the country down to the remotest ham- 
let. Even if the enemy should not penetrate 
beyond the coast cities, which, of course, is not 
a probable supposition in case of our lack of 
preparedness; even if the coast cities suffered 
the only immediate loss, the cost to the entire 
country would be heavy. 


THE IDEA IS SPREADING. 

Detroit Free Press: The parade was not an 
avpeal for support; it was a protest, a demand; 
a protest against the unfaithfulness to trust of the 
legislative and executive branches of the Ameri- 
can Government; a demand for proper redemial 
action. It carried a warning also whose signifi- 
cance will scarcely be lost on those for whom it 
was intended. 

The idea of the preparedness parade is showing 
a tendency to spread. Suggestions already are 
being made that there be a parade in Chicago 
about the time the Republican national conven- 
tion meets. The idea is a good one. There seem3 
t» be no other way in which the American people 
can poll their sentiments and express their will in 
a manner that will be clear, unmistakable, em- 
phatic to finality.

THE RURAL-CREDITS BILL. 

New York Evening Post: It is now certain 
that this Congress will enact rural credits legis- 
lation. The bill which has been before the House 
for several days was passed yesterday by a vote 
of 295 to 10. A bill drawn along the same gen- 
eral lines had previously passed the Senate with 
only five votes in the negative. The measure 
is thus entitled to rank as nonpartisan and almost 
as noncontentious. In fact, all parties had in their 
national platforms called for legislation of the 
kind. Senator Hollis conducted the bill through 
the Senate and Representative Carter Glass 
through the House—both of them displaying 
grasp and incisive debating power—and the final 
measure, as it will doubtless soon emerge from 
conference, will be ranked among the achieve- 
ments of the Wilson administration. It 
may fairly be so in the sense that a meas- 
ure long advocated had the driving power 
put behind it by a Democratic President to 
get it upon the statute book. That the bill was 
so framed as to compel the support of political 
opponents can scarcely be urged as an objec- 
tion! 

On the whole, the plan seems to be a wise at- 
tempt to adapt approved European practice to 
American conditions. The Government is here 
called upon to set up and, at first, finance the 
system. It is doubtful if we could get it going 
in any other way. The expectation is that the 
land banks provided for in the bill will work so 
well that the initial cost of organization will be 
repaid to the Federal Treasury. This may or may 
not prove to be the case. We know that the Gov- 
ernment has found it hard to get back all the cost 
of irrigation projects, and so it may of the land 
banks. However this may be, it is not to be de- 
nied that the rural credits bill has a very clear 
conception of the special difficulties of agricul- 
ture in securing capital, and makes a direct and 
intelligent effort to overcome them. 

What has been the farmer’s chief complaint in 
the matter of borrowing money on the security of 
his land? It is twofold—high interest and loans 
only for a short time. A special agent of the De- 
partment of Agriculture has compiled data show- 
ing that the quoted rates on farm mortgages run 
from an average of 5.3 per cent in New Hampshire 
to 9 and 10 per cent in certain Southern and 
Western states. Besides, there are usually com- 
missions and various charges to be reckoned in, 
so that the actual cost to the farmer is higher 
than the published figures. In addition, he finda 
it hard to get a loan for more than five years; 
and banks are in the habit of asking from him, 
besides the mortgage, a demand obligation which 
can be called in an emergency. Now, the rural 
credits bill is intended to supply to farmer funds 
at not to exceed 6 per cent and to allow him 
to take out a loan running for 36 years. If the 
project works as expected, it will plainly prove 
of great advantage to farmers in many sections 
of the United States. 

We cannot here describe the. system in detail. 
The bill is formidable in length and in minute 
provisions, but the broad outlines are clear. There 
are to be 12 land banks, organized and, at first, 
capitalized, by the Government. They do not con- 
duct a banking business. Their sole concern is 
to lend money on land used for agriculture. They 
are to get in touch with would-be borrowers

idea is thus to have a centralized control of cap-

Tunof Move Like 


(Reprinted from Yesterday's Post-Dispatch.)

N the minds of all observers of the war 

the Austrian attack upon Italy will 

seem a natural and normal expan- 
sion of a policy well defined in the case 
of Verdun. The policy may be described 
as a decision on the part of Germany to 
renounce grandiose operations like the 
campaign against Russia last summer 
and confine herself to a general de- 
fensive, supplemented by a limited of- 
fensive on a narrow front. 

In the case of Verdun we are now 
pretty familiar with the German meth- 
od. Attacking on a narrow front, with 
a colossal concentration of artillery and 
only a relatively considerable infantry 
force, they endeayored to take first by 
main force and by surprise and then by 
a slow and steady push, one of the best 
known of French fortresses, which, al- 
though no longer of military value, pre- 
served its hold upon the imagination of 
the French and German publics. Both 
the surprise attack and the slow and 
steady pounding have failed at Verdun. 
Despite oscillations and fluctuations the 
Germans have made no real progress for 
two months. Now their military experts 
have fallen back on a third line of argu- 
ment to justify the attack and to sus- 
tain a claim for success. It is this third 
line of argument. which is most interest- 
ing to watch, with the Austrian attack 
on Italy in, progress. 

The effects of the German attack upon 
Verdun, the German experts assert, has 
been to disarrange the whole allied plan 
for a general offensive this spring. The 
losses of the French and the expenditure 
of ammunition has been so great that 
France is out of the running for the 
year, and the allied general offensive is 
impossible, Germany thinks. 

Add to this the German belief that 
France is exhausted in men, in spirit, 
in resources, and it is easy to explain 
why Germany keeps on pounding at 
Verdun, when all hope of military suc- 
cess is at an end and at most only a 
moral value can attach to any loca] 
victory. The German conception as to 
French exhaustion is probably mistaken. 
But Germany and German writers cling 
to it firmly. 


Now an Austrian attack upon Italy is 
plainly predicated on the same ccrcep- 
tion. France is out of the running. 
Ita’v is the next in line. An attack 
upon Italy by the Southern Tyrol! car- 
ries with it the possibility, the maxi- 
mum possibility, of an advance to Vero- 
na or Vicenza, the isolation of all the 
Italian armies east of Vicenza on the 
Isonzo front, the complete dislocation 
of Italian plans and of Italian partici- 
pation in a general allies offensive. Such 
a maximum profit fis at best unlikely—, 
but there remains ‘"e chance that 
Italy will lose so ‘eavily in men, in 
muntition:, that she will also be elimin- 
ated, as tie Ge-mans assert France is 
eliminatec for the balance of the year. 
Meantime it is clear th:-t Germany is 
standing on the defensive in Russia 
and on the Brit'sh front. She is using 
only small forces against Verdun and 
the Austrian army actually in tie Tyrol 
is not considerable according to con- 
temporary standards. 

Germany has failed to take Verdun. 
Austria will possibly fail to get Verona. 
But neither failure will be of moment 
{if France and Italy are put out of the 
running for the present season. 

Converse of German Vievr, 

Now the converse of Gerl..an view is 
freely stated by allicd commentators 
These declare that Germany has lost far 
more men and expended far more am- 
muition than the French have done at 
Verdun,that she has failed to precipitate 
a prematu-ze and ill-co-ordinated allied 
offensive and that when their time 
comes th. alles will be able to launch 
a general offensive from ‘1: points. 

Remember, always, that hitherto the 
chief German advantage has been the 
possession of the interior lines which 
enabled her to move quickly from the 
east to tk« west, from Fran’ to Rus- 
sia, to meet an attack. The allies have 
not co-or nated their efforts. The 
South in our own Civil War possessed 
the same advagtage, and used it suc- 
cessfully, until Grant initiated the poll- 
cy of attacking on all fronts simul- 
taneously, and then the end was rela- 
tively prompt. =, 

If the allies are correct in their as- 
sertions, they posses the power to strike 
at their own moment on all fronts. 
Germany has failed to disorganize their 
plans or break up their arrangements 
by the Verdun operation. If Germany 
is accurate, the policy of limited local 
offensives, succeeding the old general 
attack of the Marne and of the Rus- 
sian camipaigns, is proving fatal to an 
allied offensive this year. 

It is fair to conclude that the change 
in German policy represents a recogni- 
tion that it is no longer possible to win 
the war on the old scale. It is no 
longer possible to destroy the military 
forces of France or of Russia and 
thereby eliminate them from the war. 
On the other hand, it seems to indicate 
the Germans have no larger hope than 
that of maintaining what they now 
hold until allied exhaustion compels a 
settlement by diplomats, not by sol- 
diers. 


Germany Ready for Peace. 

Germany is now ready to make 
peace. She cannot conquer Eurvpe. 
She no longer believes she can dispose 
of Russia or France permanently, but 
she believes that she can hold her 
present lines indefinitely and disorgan- 
ize and wear out her opponents by 
small offensives like the Verdun at- 
tack. She counts on the moral effect 
upon France and Italy of steady losses 
without profit. and she expects that 
France first, Italy next, will consent 
to peace when peace offers them in- 
tegrity and war no possible profit. 

If Germany could provoke the allies 
io a premature attack which failed, 
she would reap large profit and might 
get peace on terms that would leave 
her supreme in the Near East. If she 
can hold on her present line until win- 
ter and prevent a general offensive, 
she may get material gain out of the 
war. 

But it is essential to recognize that 


her position is weakened by her mani- 
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That of Verdun 


fest eagerness for. peace, which has 
combined with the Verdun campaign to 
inspirft the allies, and absence of all 
success, coupled with steady casual- 
ties, may have as profound effect upon 
her population as she has hoped it 
would have upon tho French. 

As far-as one can judge Germany and 
her Austrian ally are now trying to cut 
their losses while holding onto their 
conquests against the day of settlement 
by negotiation. This is a complete break 
with the method of 1914 and 1915. In 
both of these years Germany tried to 
win by a general and colossal attack 
that should not defeat but annihilate. 

Civil War Parallel. 

Apparently \ve are coming to a change 
ir: the history of the great war. A sim- 
ilar change came after Gettysburg in 
the Civil War. The South renounced 
the idea of conquering peace on the 
enemy's territory. It clung for two 
years more to the idea that it could win 
freedom by defending the territory its 
armies held. This was the last phase 
of the Confederacy. 

It is worth recalling, too, that in this 
last phase Europe, and even not a few 
Northerners, talked of peace and of the

Present War Defensive. 

His son's position in this war has 
been strikingly similar. In the party 
caucus Of Aug. 3, 1914, he protested 
“with a violence hitherto unknown 
in our deliberations” against the pro- 
posal that the  Social-Democrats 
should support the war credits. Al- 
though he was defeated, he left the 
Reichstag hall the following day 
rather than vote with his party 
against his convictions. On the sec- 
ond of the following December, he 
ostentatiously remained seated when 
the other Social-Democrats voted for 
the second war loan, and came out 
cpenly against it. Although this was 
a break with that tradition of his 
party which requires that the party 
vote tn the Reichstag shall be unani- 
mous, it was in accordance with an- 
other Social-Democratic tradition. 
During the War of 1870 Marx and 
cther Socialist leaders had agreed 
that the Social-Democratic party can 
judge when a war in which their 
country is engaged ceases to be de- 
fensive and becomes a war of con- 
quest. And they agreed that the war 
against France had reached that 
turning point after the victory of 
Sedan. 


Liebknecht does not admit that the 
present war was, even at its inception, 
a defensive war on the part of Ger- 
many. But he seemed to feel that other 
Social-Democrats who thought differ- 
ently should have had their eyes opened 
by the events that happened before.

Carl Liebknecht has been called 
“the bravest man in Europe.” Wil- 
helm Liebknecht had been distin- 
guished among Socialists for his dar- 
ing at a time when to be a Socialist 
was itself a daring adventure. He 
had been imprisoned again and again; 
exiled from Berlin, from Leipzig, from 
Prussia and even from Switzerland. 
And once—in 1848—he had headed an 
expedition much like that of Sir 
Roger Casement—invading Germany 
from Switzerland with a band of vol- 
unteers and proclaiming a republic 
in Baden. He was caught and he 
would have been condemned to death 
had a mob not broken into court dur- 
ing his trial and forced an acquittal. 

The episode in his career which hes 
best served as a guide to his son dur- 
ing the present war was the stand he 
took against the German Government 
during the War of 1870. It was with 
great difficulty that Bebel managed to 
persuade him not to vote against the 
war credits. Even his refraining from 
voting at all was considered almost 

treasonable. He was most scornful of

He 
refuses to take these promises seriously, 
as Socialist leaders like Scheidemann and 
Sudekum do; and points out, as proof 
that the “bourgeois parties’’ will never 
willingly jet such reforms through, the 
opposition of reactionaries like Heyde- 
brandt. 

He is not personally popular in his 
party. This is due less to his extreme 
views than to his lack of personal mag- 
netism.

ly of Liebknecht. 

No one questions his sincerity, not 
even the most reactionary chauvinist. 
But in the German mind it is folly to 
be sincere when your opponent is not— 
criminal folly. Whenever Liebknecht 
makes one of those famous interrup- 
tions of his in the Reichstag, the atti- 
tude of the other members is one of 
extreme frritation tempered by a sense 
of complete impotence. Everyone knows 
that what Liebknecht Says is true. But 
everyone is equally sure that it will give 
a ‘false impression’’ to the world. 

‘“‘What will the ‘Ausland’ say about 
this?’’ is the whisper that runs along 
the press gallery. 

“The fellow should be thrown into the 
Rhine,” mutters someone in the center 
of the house. 

But there are very few who seriously 
advocate extreme measures. In fact, a 
German once said to me that it would 
be worth his Government’s while to set 
aside a special bodyguard to see that 
nothing happens to Liebknecht, since a 
suspicion that there had been an effort 
to get rid of him might lead to a popular 
uprising. 

Many Germans try to discount his im- 
portance by ascribing his whole agita- 
tion to a desire to play a big part in the 
eyes of the outer world.

But there are many whv 
are convinced that he loves his theories 
about humanity and the proletariat still 
more. He is a lawyer by profession. 

He has been tn America. On the day 
I went to see him, he asked me many 
questions about our attitude toward the 
war.

Republicans Can 
Win Only With 
T.R., Hart Says 


Continued From Preceding Page. 
The first is the complicated issue of 
American neutrality in the European 
war. After a year of effort President 
‘Wilson has apparently come somewhere 
near the end of the controversy with 
Germany, but he has made no headway 
with the grave difficulties with Great 
Britain over neutral trade. The whole 
question of neutrality will have to be re- 
cast after this War and we need a strong 
man to deal with that critical question. 

The second issue is that of world 
trade, which has been brought to a cli- 
max by the European war. There is 
soon to be a re-distribution of markets. 
None but a hard-clenched hand can 
guide the country in that complicated 
relation. The industrial and commercial 
destinies of the United States are 
wrapped up in it. What likelihood is 
there that the present administration or 
any weak Republican can solve that 
problem? 

The third question is that of Mex- 
ico. President Taft dodged that issue. 
President Wilson, doubtless with an 
honest hope to avoid trouble, has 
confused that issue, The next Presi- 
dent will have to straighten out that 
issue, for the thing cannot go any 
longer unSettled. 

If the country were called upon to 
send a diplomat to secure redress 
for our wounded neutrality, or a 
great world figure to participate in 
the coming European peace, or a 
forceful commander in chief to bring 
the Mexican problem to a conclusion, 
the man most fitted for any one of 
these three jobs, would be Theodore 
Roosevelt. Those three tasks all must 
be undertaken, all by one man. If 
not by Roosevelt, then by an inferior 
man. 

“But,” says the alarmed one, 
“Roosevelt, if he is President, will 
involve this country in war. He says 
the present administration is weak 
and timid. He insists that it ought 
to have done something about neu- 
trality, trade and Mexico long ago.” 
Roosevelt speaks gospel truth. If he 
had been President of the United 
States during the last two years 
there would have been no rumors of 
war with us, because nobody would 
have thought it safe to provoke ua 
There would have been no Lusitania 
case to adjust. The Germans did not 
know Wilson; they could try his 
nerve and take a year’s time. They 
did know Theodore Roosevelt and 
would never have taken the lives of 
118 Americans on the Lusitania if he 
had been in the White House, There 
would have been no Villa raid across 
the border, because Villa would have 
expected immediate, not ultimate 
punishment. 

When Roosevelt was President he 
did not involve us in war, notwith- 
standing the oritical questions of 
Cuba, Panama, Venezuela and Santo 
Domingo. Roosevelt does not want 
war. He has made and oan make a 
notable career in peace. He wants 
freedom from war and the fear of 
war, and that is why he so ardently 
urges preparedness. Who can deny 
the truth of his recent Chicago ut- 
terance: “If we are not able to safe- 
guard our own national honor and 
interests, we shall make ourselves 
an object of scorn and derision if 
we try to stand for the rights of oth- 
ers.” Alongside his Americanism 
Roosevelt puts preparedness which 
he is careful to define as not merely 
soldiers, ships and equipment, but 
an evaluation and foresighted ar- 
rangement of all the national forces. 
He has spoken with all his might 
on that side. Who of the 10 “also 
rans” has taken such a stand?

Taft discussed practically every phase 
of the presidency in the little volume, 
which is published by Charles Scribner 
& Sons. Looking backward at his own 
experiences in the office, he says that to 
one charged with the responsibilities of 
the President, especially where he has 
party pledges to perform, it seems a de- 
fect that the President has merely the 
power to recommend legislation, and 
that he has no legal form or method of 
entering into the argument and discus- 
sion of proposed legislation, and no pow- 
er to initiate legislation. 

“But,” he says, ‘“‘whatever I thought 
while I was in office, I am inclined now 
to think that the defect is more theoret- 
ical than actual. 

“It usually happens that the party 
which elects the President also controls 
Congress, during the first two years, at 
least, of the presidential term, and the 
President can exercise a moral control 
that will enable him to have enacted the 
legislation for the fulfilment of party 
pledges. ’ 

“Not infrequently,” he adds, “the sec- 
ond Congress of an administration con- 
tains a majority practically adverse to 
the President in either one or both 
houses, and, when that is the case, leg- 
islation is limited to appropriation bills 
and nonpolitical measures, if there are 
any such. The President in such cases 
naturally chafes under an inability to 
put through important bills, which he 
deems of the highest value. On the 
whole, however, I do not think the coun- 
try suffers. Certainly, not in this age 
and generation, when the bane of po- 
litical methods, when the danger to the 
best interests of the country, {fs in the 
overwhelming mass of ill-digested legis- 
lation.’’

their duties. He says that Jefferson 
laid it down with emphasis in his 
reference to the sedition law, when he 
said: 

“The judges, beHeving the law to 
be constitutional, had a right to pass 
«fi‘antence of fine and imprisonment, 

because the power was placed in their 

hands by the Constitution. But the 
éxécutive, belleving the law to be 
unconstitutional, was right toe remit 
the execution of it, because that 
power has been confided to them by 
the Constitution. That instrument 
meant that the co-ordinate branches 
-phould be checks on each other. But 
the opinion which gives to the judges 
the right to decide what laws are 
constitutional and what not, not only 
for themselves in their own ephere 
of action, but for the legislature and: 
executive also in, their spheres, 
would make the judiciary a despotic 
branch.” 

Taft also quoted from Jackson’s 
message vetoing: the tenewal of the 
charter of the bank of the United 
States in which the President said 
that the authority of the Supreme 
Court must not be perinitted to con- 
trol the Congress or the executive 
when acting in their legal capacities. 
He also quoted from Lincoln's refer- 
ence to the Dred Scott decision, in 
which Lincoln said that while the 
decisions of the Supreme Court must 
be binding in any case upon the 
parties to a suit, but at the same 
time, the candid citizen must confess 
that if the policy of the govern- 
ment upon vital questions affecting 
the whole people is to be irrevocably 
fixed By decisions between parties in 
personal actions, the people will have 
ceased to be their own rulers, hav- 
ing to that extent practically resign 
ed their government into the hands 

. of that eminent tribunal.” 
Broadening Powers. 

Taft appears to look with some 
alarm upon the tendancy to broaden 
the scope of the executive's powers. 

_.He cites the act of Secretary of the 
' Interior Garfield under the Roose- 
velt administration in holding that 
the President had authority to do 
certain things, in the exercise of dis- 
eretionary powers, where neither the 
constitution nor acts of Congress for- 
bid them In the exercise of such 
power, Garfield made contracts with 
associations of western settlers agree- 
ing that if they would advance money 
and work for the construction of ir- 
rigation plants they should receive 

-eertificates which might be received 
: in. the future in payment of their 
- legal obligations to the Government 
‘a for water rent. These certificates 
= were held by Attorney General Wick- 
. ersham,to,.be {llegal, because no au-| 

thority existed for their issuance. In 
~this’ connection the former President 
(uotes a decision of Justice Miller of 
the Supmeme Court, tn the Floyd ac- 
ceptances case, upon which Wicker- 
sham based his opinion that the Gar- 
field certificates were illegal. The 
part of the decision which he quotes, 
follows: 

“The answer which at once suggests 
itself to one familiar with the struc- 
ture of our government, in which al]

und the heads of departments. I did 
not usurp power but I did greatly 
troaden the use of executive power.” 

Commenting on this, Taft says he 
regards it as an unsafe doctrine, and 
that it might lead, under emergencies, 
te results of an arbitrary character, 
coing irremediatle injustice to pri- 
vate right. 

“It is enough to say,” he adds, 
“that Mr. Roosevelt has shown how 
far he thought this principle would 
justify him in going in respect to 
the anthracite strike which he did 
so much useful work in settling. 
What was actually done was the re- 
sult of his activity, his power to in- 
fluence public opinion, and the ef- 
fect of the prestige of his great of- 
fice in bringing the parties to the con- 
troversy—-the mine owners and the 
strikers--to a legal settlement by 
arbitration. 

“No one has a higher admiration 
for the value of what he did there 
than I have. But if he had failed 
in this he proposed to take action 
on the principle of the extent of the 
executive power which I have shown 
by his own words. I quote from the 
same book from which his other 
words are taken: 

“‘In my own mind I was already 
planning effective action, but it was 
of a very drastic character, and I 
did not wish to take it until the 
failure of all other expendients had 
render it necessary I had defi- 
ritely determined that somehéw or 
other, act I would, that somehow or 
other the coal famine should be 
broken. 7 

“ *To accomplish this end it was nec- 
essary that the mines should be run, and 
ifr I could get no voluntary agreement 
between the contending sides that an 
arbitration commission should be ap- 
peinted which would command such pub- 
lic confidence as to enable me, without 
too much difficulty, to enforce its 
terms on the parties. 

‘Meanwhile, the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania had all the Pennsylvania mili- 
tia in the anthracite region, although 
without any effect upon the resumption 
of mining. The method of action upon 
which I had determined was to get the 
Governor of Pennsylvania to ask me to 
keep order. Then I would put the army 
under command of some first rate Gen- 
eral. I would instruct this General to 
keep absolute order, taking any steps 
whatever that were necessary to prevent 
interference by the strikers or their 
sympathizers with men who wanted to 
work. I would also instruct him to dis- 
possess the operators and run the mines 
as receiver until such time as the com- 
mission might make its report and until! 
T as President might issue further or- 
ders in view of this report.’ ”’ 

What Roosevelt Planned, 

Taft says it is evident that Roosevelt 
thought he was charged with the duty 
not only to suppress disorder, but to fur- 
nish coal to avoid the coal famine in 
New York and New England, and that 


.therefore he proposed to use the army 


of the United States to mine coal which 
should prevent or relieve the famine. 

“Tt was his intention to take the coal 
mines out of the hands of their lawful 
owners,” he says, “and to mine the 
coal which belonged to them and sell it 
in the Fastern market against their ob- 
jection, without any court proceedings 
of any kind and without any legal ob- 
ligation on their part to work the mines 
at all. It was an advocacy of a higher 
law and his obligation to execute it 
which is a little startling to find ad- 
vanced by a former President of a con- 
stitutional republic. 

“It is perfectly evident from his state. 
ment that it was not the maintenance of 
law and order in Pennsylvania and the 
suppression of insurrection, the only 
ground upon which he could intervene 
at all, that actuated him in what he 
proposed to do. He used the expression 
he would ‘‘get’’ the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania to call for troops from him, 
and then having secured a formal au- 
thority for the use of the army to 
suppress disorder, he proposed to use 
it for the seizure of private property 
and its appropriation for the benefit of 
the people of other states. 

“The benevolence of his purpose no 
one can deny, but no one who looks at it 
from the standpoint of a government of 
law could regard it as anything but 
lawless. I ven®re to doubt whether had 
the exigency arisen, he would have pro- 
ceeded to <uch an extremity. I think he 
would have listened to those about him, 
who were better advised as to the con- 
stitutional limitations imposed on him 
by his oath of office.”

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BICONFERENCE PLANS I 


10 AID IN GETTING 
COMPENSATION LAW 


State Body Organized to Frame 
Bill and Push It Before the 
General Assembly. 


UNITY OF ACTION URGED 


Executive Committee Appointed 
Includes Various Interests Most 
Directly Concerned. 


A Missouri Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Conference was organized yes- 
terday afternoon at a meeting held 
at the ‘courthouse under the auspices 
of the Bar Association of St. Louis. 
The*object of the organization is the 
framing of a workmen's compensa- 
tion act and its passage at the next 
session of the Legislature. 

Senator Alroy 8. Phillips was elect- 
ed permanent chairman. He named 
an Executive Committee composed of 
William C. Esmueller of St. Louis. 
representing the employers; Reuben 
T. Wood of Springfield, president of 
the State Federation of Labor, repre- 
senting the employes; Emmet V. 
Thompson, St. Louis, representing 
the insurance companies: Dr. Robert 
M. Funkhouser, St. Louis, represent- 
ing the medical fraternity, and Sena- 
tor Phillips himself, representing the 
lawyers. When Wood is not able to 
attend meetings of the committee his 
substitute will be David Kreyling, 
president of the St. Louis Federation 
of Labor. . 

The Hxecutive Committee will meet 
in a few days and apportion the rep- 
resentation on a General Committee 
which Phillips says will be large 
enough to be fairly representative 
and small enough to be effective. 

To Frame and Push Bill. 

James C. Jones, president of the 
Bar Association, presided and stated 
that the object of the meeting was 
to bring about the framing of a bill 
satisfactory to all interests and pro- 
curing its passage. The present law, 
he said, was wasteful in that a large 
part of the damages paid for injuries 
to workmen went to damage suit 
lawyers, representing plaintiffs and 
defendants, whose efforts might be 
better employed in other ways. Elim- 
ination of that waste, he said, would 
be a service to employers and em- 
ployes alike. 

J. Lionberger Davis, secretary of 
the Workmenh’s Compensation Com- 
mittee appointed by Gov. Hadley in 
1910, told about that commission 
Bathering information and submit- 
ting it to the Governor with a rec- 
ommendation that he ask the Legis- 
lature to appoint another commis- 
sion, 

Roy Britton, member of the com- 
mission appointed in 1911 by the 
Legislature, told of the framing of 
a bili by that commission, which was 
introduced in the Senate and the 
House but which died in committee 
rooms. He attributed its demise to 
the fact that there had been a change 
of administration while the commis- 
sion was at work and it did not re- 
ceive active support, while it was 
opposed by those who did not be- 
Iieve in the principle. 

Failure of Previous 

Benjamin L. White, chairman of 
the commission appointed by the 
Senate in 19138, told of the commis- 
sion visiting other states and ob- 
taining information and having a 
bill introduced which did not pass. 
He did not know why it failed to 
pass, but he supposed it was because 
neither side understood it. 

Robert T. Caldwell, chairman of 
the Kentucky Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board, tola how the passage of 
the Kentucky law was brought 
about. He declared that insurance 
was the backbone of the law, and 
admonished his hearers that if Mis- 
sour!t had a good insurance law it 
would have a g00d compensation 
law. He urged the importance of 
using as much pains and judgment 
in preparing the political situation 
as in preparing the bill. 

Resolutions were adopted declar- 
ing it to be the purpose of the con- 
ference to bring the parties affected 
by a compensation law into an agree- 
ment upon the terms of a bill to 


that end an@ such other bilis as may 
be incidental thereto, to be _ intro- 
duced in the next General Assembly, 
and to conduct a publicity campaign 
and work for the passage of such 
measures.

BOARD GETS IT |. 


Results Will Be | Be Used in Plan 
for $3,000,000 in School 
Bonds. 


DR. JUDD IN CHARGE 


Leading Educators All Over 
Country Are Assisting in Ef- 
ficiency Investigations. 


The school survey, recently author- 
ized by the Board of Education, was 
started yesterday under the direction 
of Dr. Charles Hubbard Judd, director 
of the department of education of the 
Yniversity of Chicago. The results 
will be used by the Board of Educa- 
tion in furtherance of its plan for 
an election to vote $3,000,000 of school 
bonds. 

Six members of the survey board, 
which includes 14 educators selected 
from various institutions, were ac~- 
tively at work, and the remainder 


* will begin tomorrow. 


This survey will include an fnvesti- 
gation and report by the surveyors on 
all subjects pertaining to the school 
system, as well as the external work 
of the teachers and officers of the 
instruction department. 

The idea of the survey is to show 
by a tabulated report the unit cost 
of every detail in the operation of 
the schools, and a determination of 
the efficiency of the system of in- 
struction. 

Schools for Community Purposes. 

Dr, Judd told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that he approved of 
the use of school buildings after in- 
struction hours for community pur- 
poses. He praised the cosmopolitan 
curriculum of the 8st. Louis public 
schools. 

He thought the idea of teaching 
many subjects under one roof was 


 guperior to that of having different 


schools for students desiring a 
ground-work of technical training, 
academic instruction, etc. 

He sald that the survey board 
would make a preliminary report 
sometime in the summer, showing the 
progress of their work. During the 


- remainder of the schoo] session, which 


ends in June, the work of the in- 
struction department will be under 
the observation of the experts as- 
signed to the various departments. 
Dr. Judd announced additional ap-

Opinions differ widely

He 
started to work eround my head, but 
T told him it was al! right. Then he 
got to work on my spine. 

“All at once he jumped on me with 
his whole weight. I suess he was 
trying to kill me I don't know 
what a chiropractor calls that kind 
of treatment, but in law it is assault 
and battery. He hurt me so badly 
that I fainted and fell off the table. 
I had to be taken home in an am- 
tulance and I was in bed nine days. 

“I’ve had a good many fights, and 
I have been hurt, but this man took 
a mean advantage of me. I didn’t 
know he was goining to attack me, 
and I was. down. My gun was in 
my trousers on the other side of the 
room. I didn’t have a chance in the 
world. 

“That is as far as my knowledge cf 
the science goes,” continued the law- 
yer. “I had heard of it and was told 
by others that it was all right. One man 
who had taken the tr’ .itments admit- 
ted to me that they were a little rough 
at times, but he said they had to be.” 


One Treatment Enough for Him. 
“You didn’t take a second treatment, 
then?’’ asked the attorney for Dr. Gor- 
by. 
“Who, me?” returned Pruiett. ‘Posi- 
tively I did not. I had some cases com- 
ing up in court and I wanted to appear 
in them. Why should I allow a total 
stranger to beat me to death and then 
collect a fee for it?” 
“You are not certain, then, that other 
treatments would not have done you 
a great deal of good?” 
“If they were like that one,” replied 
Pruiett, “I feel certain that the second 
one would have finished me. I don’t be- 
lieve Jess Willard could have stood the 
punishment of that man. He was an 
expert in his line. My impression is 
that those who are taken back for a 
second treatment would beg him to shoot 
or use a club to put them out of their 
misery.” 

‘Did you see 
again, or this 
chiropractor?” 

“I couldn’t trust myself that far. 
He sent me a bill and I paid it by 
check, sending ‘t by mail. I have 
always regarded it as a practical 
jcke, put up on me by my friends, 
but the man wa: a chiropractor all 
right. My understanding is that all 
of them pull that kind 0% rougy stuff. 
I have seen other victims.” 

“How did he l'ght on you?” 

“With his knees, I think. I didn’t 
remain conscious long >2nough to 
know for a certainty, but that was 
m: impression.” 

“Was he a large man?” 

“He weighed about 180, but when 
he lit on me I thought he weighed 
a ton.” 

Why He Paid the Bill. 

‘Now, Mr. Pruiett,” continued the 
lawyer for Gorby, “if this man hurt 
yov as you say he did, why did you 
pay his bill?’ 

“Well, I felt that he had put one 
over on me,” replied Pruiett. “In 
other words, he licked me. Of course, 
he had me at a disadvantage, and all 
that, but I am not a welsher.” 

“You don’t knov that other chire 
practors use the same methods?” 

“I do not. I notice tha: there are 
a good many funerals, however.” 
“You mean to ray that a  chiro- 
practic treatment would kill a man?” 
“Oh no. Nothing like that. A 
smali chiropractor probably could not 
kill Jess Willard, or Carl Morris, but 
he could batter a strong man with- 
in an inch of his life.” 

“What do you think his obpect 
was in jumping upon yov?” 

“IT think he wanted te see if he 
could break my back the first ‘time. 
It was probably a sort of experi- 
ment with him.” 

The Gorby case has been a fight 
from the start between regular phy- 
sicians and chiropractors. Many 
physicians of both schools have tes- 
tified, and many patients of the 
chiropractors have testified to be- 
ing cured.

sorbed the increased wages, was dis- 
missed on complaint of their wives.

tempts to better their condition. Wel- 
fare work among them was accom- 
tlishing this however. 

He quotes the tribute to the bour- 
geoisie paid by Marx and Engels in the 
“Manifesto of the Communist Party” 
(1848), extolling this capitalistic ‘‘middle 
class’’ for having, during its rule of 
scarce 100-years, ‘‘created more massive 
and more colossal productive forces than 
have all preceeding generations together.”’ 

If Capital created all this, observed the 
author, is it-not entitled to a chief share 
in the results? But modern Socialists 
would seize al] of these as the rightful 
possession of Labor. Is this not rather 
confisckgsn? Socialism cannot’ hope to 
prevail in this céuntry with such a doc- 
trine. There are too many millions of 
hard-headed independent men who will 
never accept it, he says. 


Discusses Socialistic Plans, 

The author discusses various. Social- 
istic plans for taking over private cap- 
italistic enterprises by the Government, 
such as Allan IL. Benson’s proposition 
that the Government should assume the 
ownership and operation of all ‘“‘trusts’’ 
controlling more than 40 per cent of the 
business in their respective lines, and 
pay for such property in United States 
bonds at 2 per cent interest. Upon this 
the author remarks: 

“After we have taken over these 
trusts they are to work right along 
smoothly; all of the former owners 
are going to love their work and stay 
right where they are! These trusts 
are not to make any profits, and in 
this way they are going to crush out 
the other 60 per cent of independent 
capitalists. This, of course, means 
the small people and those interested 
in co-operation in the same line of 
business, whom some Socialists say 
they approve of saving from disaster. 
Talk about the Rockefeller-Morgan 
combination! Why, this scheme makes 
it look ‘like 30 cents.’ ”’ 

The author then presents his own 
view of the proper relation of Gov- 
ernment to the organization of indus- 
try. This should be of the nature of 
regulation. Along this line the Gov- 
ernment has proceeded with admir- 
able results. Here the author cites 
the establishment of bureaus of in- 
spection, employment, mediation and 
arbitration, ete., the workingmen’s 
compensation law, and, finally, the 
| Federal Trade Commission act of 
1914. He advocates the income tax. 
and the continuation of our other 
taxes, except that on personal prop- 
erty, which permits the wealthy to 
escape, at the expense of men of mod- 
erate means. He advises his fellow 
capitalists not to oppose the taxa- 
tion of incomes, however it may 
“displace capital,” since otherwise 
wealth wtll become concentrated in 
the hands of a very few, who will 
rightly come to be regarded as foes 
of society, thus causing discontent 
among the people. 

Chapter six on the “The Farmer,” 
reiates the story of two Norwegian 
emigrants to North Dakota, both 
oqual in the beginning in resources, 
but one of whom, by his industry 
and study of agriculture through 
farm magazines and Government agri- 
cultural publications; tecame a flour- 
ishing farmer, while the other, care- 
less and self-indulgent, made a fail- 
ure of a similar homestead, and, be- 
coming imbued with Socialistic ideas, 
turned on his fellow, and repaid the 
kelp’ which he had continually afford- 
ed him in financial crisis by calling 
him “ a capitalist and a robber” for 
fcharging himself and other less prov- 
ident farmers a higher rate than the 
market price of the ordinary variety 
for extra fine seed that he had grown 
by his care and intelligence. 


Education Best Remedy, 

In particular the Government should 
provide work for the unemployed. That 
it does not do so is probably because it 
has not at hand men of executive ability 
sufficient to cope with the great task. 
If this is so, how can the Socialists ex- 
pect it to find proper managers to con- 
‘duct the many and still more enormous 
affairs they would put in its hands? 

In the ninth and final chapter, the 
author discusses his fundamental rem- 
edy—education. Practical morality 
should bé inculcated, especially in the 
lower grades. Industrial schools of all 
kinds should be maintained, and .man- 
ual training be a course in all the public 
schools. Civil government should be 
taught in concrete form by the or- 
ganization of mock congresses, etc. ‘“The 
stability of a republic rests on the 
morality and intelligence of its voters.” 

“A better state of affairs is sure to 
come on this earth. Its prospect is not 
altogether visionary, sentimental or 
esthetic, but reflects good, hard, prac- 
tical common sense. We have the fore- 
cast In our natures now, but seek to 
hide it through false pride; vet there is 
surely a day coming when it will be a 
delight for one-to permit his own inner 
self to come to the surface, and then we 
shall have more temperance, more cour- 
age, more justice and more wisdom.

We shall always 
attest human frailty, but things will be 
better, and the degree of melioration 
will depend upon the individual char- 
acter of the people.”

Proper Care, Adjustment and

Stewart Automobile School, 
In automobile construction some form 


of friction clutch is necessary to couple 
the gas engine to the driving mech- 
anism of the car. In vehicles propelled 
by electricity or steam this clutch is 
not necessary, due to the fact that the 
source of power is derived from the 
outside. This power when derived from 
the outside may be controlled and ap- 
plied in the manner desired without 
transmission through a clutch. 

With the internal combustion type mo- 
The driving energy 
is generated within the motor itself, and 
the power output is dependent upon the 
number of power impulses delivered to 
the crank shaft per minute. 

To accelerate a load from a stand-still 
by means of a gasoline engine a Cer- 
‘tain speed of the motor must first be 
obtained before sufficient torque results 
to overcome the inertia of the load. It 
is obvious that this could not be done 
by means of a gas engine without the 
use of a clutch to separate it from the 
driving mechanism at will. 

Many types of clutches are used to 
accomplish the desired result, but con- 
siderable ingenuity of design must be 
employed to produce satisfactory results. 
Such a device must be easy to operate, 
fool proof and positive in engagement. 
The clutch must be designed as a self- 
contained unit, eliminating as much as 
pessible all thrust or loss of power. The 
various units between motor and driving 
wheels must be constructed in a man- 
ner to reduce loss of power’ through 
transmission to a minimum. The useful 
horsepower to the driver is not that de-

Below this is shown a 
disassembled cone clutch and to the 
right is shown a cone clutch assem- 
bly. Probably the cone type clutch and 
the multiple disc type clutch are most 
commonly used. The majority of manu- 
facturers use these two types in their 
various forms more than any other. 
Engineers differ as to points of con- 
struction. The horsepower of motor and 
weight of the car determine to a great 
extent the design. 

Let us refer to that part of the chart 
showing the cone clutch disassembled. 
When it is engaged the clutch spring 
must be compressed to hold the male 
member in positive contact with the fly- 
wheel and prevent unnecessary slipping. 
The chart shows spring extended, but 
when compressed the clituch spring ad- 
justing studs “D’’ enter the frame at 
“E” and are held in position by the 
nuts. By turning these lock nuts back- 
ward or forward the spring tension may 
be weakened or strengthened as de- 
sired. Under normal driving conditions 
with clutch engaged, the whole assem- 
bly turns as a unit. However, when 
the clutch its released by compressing 
the spring, considerable pressure re- 
sults, which must be taken care of by 
thrust bearing “‘A.’’ Likewise a thrust 
bearing is provided at “B” to reduce 
friction when clutch is released by 
yoke “C,” 

Many kinds of clutch facing are em- 
ployed. Ordinarily leather is used for 
the cone type. However, raybestos is 
used considerably, especially with the 
multiple disc type. It is a matter of 
opinion as to which kind of material is 
most serviceable. The leather facing 
shown in the chart has several! springs 
between it and the clutch body which 
are employed to facilitate gradual en- 
gagement. At “H” is shown one of 
these adjusting screws together with the 
lock nut “G.’’ If clutch becomes fierce 
a slight adjusting of these will allow 
certain portions of the leather to come 
in contact with the flywheel prelimi- 
nary to the’ main body. This adjust- 
ment, however, will not entirely pre- 
vent a harsh engagement. If the leath- 
er becomes dry the application of a little 
neatsfoot oil to soften it produces good 
results. On the other hand, if too much 
oil ig used it may be necessary to clean 
with kerosene. 

To the right of chart is shown the 
cone clutch assembly. The member ‘‘P’’ 
is disengaged when the release yoke ‘“T”’

“R.” At “Q” is shown the clutch facing. 
Likewise at ‘‘X”’ is the thrust bearing. 

In shifting géars it is necessary for 
the operator to judge the time when 
to make the shift in order to avoid 
clashing of the gears. The installation 
of a clutch brake, such as shown at 
“V,”’ is often quite necessary. When 
motor is running and the clutch is dis- 
engaged its momentum may be con- 
trolled by the clutch brake. When this 
i: properly adjusted shifting of the gears 
may be made without clashing. 

In the multiple disk clutch the con- 
struction is somewhat di**srent, but the 
results obtained are practically the 
same. At “I’’ is shown a number of 
discs, one-half of which are attached 
to shaft “N,” the other half with ex- 
tensions fitting into grooves “J.” The 
clutch shell ‘“‘K’’ is bolted to flywheel 
and is part of it. When engaged the 
whole clutch turns as a unit. When 
released by means of yoke “‘L’”’ one-half 
of the discs turn with the shell ‘‘K,” 
the other half with shaft “‘N.” Some- 
times this type of clutch*is designed to 
operate in a bath of oil. -In such a case 
very light lubricating oil is used, which 
will be forced out from between the 
discs when clutch is engaged, the body 
of the oil facilitating gradual contact 
of the discs. If the lubricant employed 
is too heavy, the clutch will slip. On 
the other hand, if the oil is too light 
gradual engagement will be difficult. 
At “M” are shown adjustment springs 
and nuts for the purpose of regulating 
the spring tension and adjusting for 
wear, 

Whatever type of clutch may be used, 
reasonable care and attention must be 
given to it. The purpose, as stated pre- 
viously, is to connect the power of the 
motor to the driving mechanism. If it 
slips not only loss of power results, 
but the clutch facings will be destroyed 
by the excessive heat caused by friction 
of slipping. Likewise if the engage- 
ment is fierce unnecessary strains are 
applied to the driving members.

COAST-TO-COAST RECORD 


New York City and Los Angeles were 
brought thre2 days nineteen hours and 
twenty-three minutes nearer by auto- 
mobile. E. G. Baker, accompanied by 
W. F. Sturm, an Indianapolis newspa- 
perman, completed the cross-continent 
run in front of The Times Building, 
Times Square, in seven days eleven 
hours and fifty-two minutes. The dis- 
tance covered was 3471 miles. Baker, 
who has made six trips across the con- 
tinent, four times in automobiles and 
twice on motor cycles, broke his own 
record yesterday, made last year in 
eleven days seven hours and fifteen 
minutes in a Stutz. The car used this 
year was a fully equipped standard 
eight-cylinder Cadillac roadster. 

A special ferry-boat transferred the 
car from Weehawken to West Forty- 
second street in close to three minutes. 
Three traffic policemen on motor cycles 
cleared the way along Forty-second 
street. 

Baker, with eyes red from loss of 
sleep and the dust from the road, said of 
the trip: 

“Our best day’s run was 567 miles. 
We would have averaged over 500 miles 
a day if it hadn’t been. for the bad 
roads we struck in Missouri, from Kan- 
sas City to St. Louis. It took us eigh- 
teen hours to drive that distance, about 
300 miles and it was rain and mud all 
the way. It took two hours to do ten 
miles, and at one place I pulled out 
into the field around five autos stuck in 
the road.” 

A postal card was handed to Baker. 

“We beat it here’ he exclaimed. 
“That postal was mailed just after we 
passed through Emporia, Kan. We beat 
it by nearly an hour. 
ond time on the trip that we got in 
ahead of the United States mail. 

“Did you stop or sleep on the trip?” 
asked on of the reporters. 

Baker ran over his fingers. ‘“‘Nine- 
teen hours all told,’’ he answered. “I 
can’t tell yet what our actual running 
time was.

WITH TRUCK BUILDERS. 


A conference was held : t the rooms*of 
the Society of Automobile Engineers 
this week with representatives of the 
U. 8S. army, on revised annual specifi- 
cations for military trucks of one aad 
one-half tons capacity. Lieut. Col. 
Chaunsey B. Baker of the Quartermas- 
ter Corps, U. S. A., addressed the meet- 
ing. William M. Britton, electrical and 
mechanical engineer of the War De- 
partment, was -lIso present, together 
with other S. A. E. members convened 
for the purpose of confering in an in- 
formal way on standard specifications 
as to quality of materials, interchange- 
ability of parts, load capacity, road 
speed, location of control, ground clear- 
ance, engine capacity, suspension, elec- 
trical equipment and many other ele- 
ments. 

The meeting marks the beginning of 
the establishment of comprehensive 8. 
A. E. military standards. Once the fun- 
damental requirements for the service 
in mind become clear, any additional 
detail recommendations necessary can 
be formulated with due promptness. The 
work is of a very broad nature and must 
obviously be conducted carefully. The 
extremely hard conditions under which 
trucks operate at the front in time of 
war constitute a large study in them- 
selves. The different divisions of the 
Standards Committee of the Society of 
Automobile Engineers will be assigned 
by the Society Council subjects within 
their jurisdiction and the scope of work 
extended as shall permit most thorough 
and effective deliberation. 

President Huff expressed the view 
that in addition to ~1e work of for- 
mulating ultimate standards the Society 
should through what might be called 
exigent committee work, give all possi- 
ble advice on specifications submitted to 
it. Accordingly a committee was appoint- 
ed this week to take up with the Gov- 
ernment officials detail data considered 
pertinent to standard specifications for 
gasoline motor trucks of one and one- 
half trucks capacity. This committee, 
which has already held one long session, 
is constituted as follows: Coker F. 
Clarkson, (Chairman), B, B, Bachman, 
H. D. Church, L, P, Kalb, Wm. T. Nor- 
ton, Jr., A. L. Riker, C. B. Rose, John 
Younger, G. W. Smith, W. R. Strick- 
land, and A, Ludlow Clayden (ex-offi- 
cio.)

POLICEMAN KILLED 


BY SALOON KEEPER 
NE WAS ARRESTING 


Louis G. Robers, of Mounted 
District, Shot by Joseph 
Ariotto in “Dago Hill.’ 


SLAYER CALLS POLICE 


Pepper Found on Dead Man In- 
- dicates He Was Blinded Be- 
fore Pistol Was Fired. 


Patrolman Louis G. Robers, # years 
old, of the Mounted District, who lived 
at 440A Shaw avenue, was shot and 
killed at 11 o’clock last night by Joseph 
Ariotto, a “Dago Hill’’ saloon keeper, 
in a revolver duel in front of Ariotto’s 
saloon, at Copper and Daggett avenues. 
He had attempted to arrest Ariotto for 
displaying a revolver, after having 
ordered him to light the lamps on his 
automobile, which was standing near. 

A bag of red pepper was found in 
the front of Robers’ collar, when his 
body ‘was found by city firemen who 
went to the “hill”’ in response of a false 
fire alarm, sent in during the excitement 
which followed the shooting. 

Grains of pepper were on the dead 
policeman’s face, and it appeared that 
the pepper had been thrown into his 
face, to blind him or distract him with 
sneezing, as he advanced toward Ariot- 
to. 

Slayer Telephones Police. 

After the shooting, while Rebers, 
with three wounds, lay dying in the 
street, Ariotto went inside the saloon 
and telephoned to the police. He said 
he had shot Robers, and promised to 
wait at the saloon until policemen 
should come after him. He did so, and 
when the policemen arrived, he admitted 
the killing, and was taken to the Forest 
Park station. A number of witnesses, 
customers in the saloon, were taken to 
the station with him. They will be 
required to appear at the Coroner's in- 
quest tomorrow. 

Robers was due at-ll, at the box 
across the street from Ariottto’s sa- 
loon, to go on duty. On his way, he 
stopped in the saloon and told Ariotto 
that he must keep the lights burning on 
his machine, so long as it stood in the 
street. He then went to the box, where 
Patrolman McVey was waiting to be 
relieved, and he femarked to McVey 
that Ariottto and his bartender had dis- 
played revolvers when he went into the 
saloon. 

Starts Back Toward Saloon. 

After McVey had left, Robers start- 
ed back toward the saloon, apparently 
to make another complaint about the 
automobile lights. Ariotto appeared in 
a side door of the saloon with his re- 
volver in his hand. 

According to Ariotto and Harry Mari- 
ani of 2207 Cooper avenue, a witness, 
the policeman threw his club at Ari- 
otto. An instant later, Mariana said, 
both were firing their revolvers, and he 
could not tell who began the firing. 

The policeman fell, groaning, ‘I’m 
shot.”” He was wounded in the left 
side, in the center of the back and in 
the left hand, and he died before the 
firemen came. One of the bullets fired 
by the policeman entered Ariotto’s ice- 
box. There were 20 customers in the 
saloon, but they were not in the direct 
line of fire. 

Ariotto told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
at the station, that his lights were lit, 
but were too dim to suit the police- 
man He said he turned up the lights, 
but that, after Robers relieved McVey, 
he return>< and called him a ‘“‘Dago 
hound.”’ 

Says Policeman Drew Ciub. 

“That made me mad,” he related, “and 
I said something to him. Then Robers 
drew his club, and I jumped back inside 
and grabbed my revolver. He fired, and 
I fired, and I saw him fall. Then I went 
in. I thought at first I was hit, too. 

“I am sorry I did it, but if another 
man called me a Dago hound, and threw 
a club at me, maybe I would shoot him, 
too,”’ 

Ariotto denied knowing anything 
about the red pepper found in Robers’ 
collar. He said he had had trouble 
with the policeman, and that Robers 
was in the habit of speaking roughly 
to him, and had accused him of causing 
Robers to “get in bad’ with the Po- 
lice Board. Other policemen said they 
did not know to what this could have 
referred. 

Robers had been on the force since 
19044. He was separated from his wife, 
and is belleved by his comrades to have 
been divorced. Ariotto has a wife and 
tnree children.

One of the biggest shake-ups in the 
history of the detective bureau of the 
Police Department occurred yesterday 
afternoon when Chief of Police Young 
announced the transfer of six detec- 
tive-sergeants and 11 special plain- ' 
clothes men back to the uniform ranks. | 
The detective-sergeants will command 
precincts in the districts te which they 
are assigned, and the others will walk 
beats. There is ho reduction in pay. ! 


“It was for the good of the service.” 
was the Chief’s only comment. ‘How- 
ever, some of the men requested tlie 
change because they preferred regular, 
police work.” | 

Had Long Conference. ) 

The announcement was made after a | 
long conference between Chief Younz/ 
and Chief Allender of the detective, 
bureau. It nas been known for some | 
time that higher officials of the ae- | 
partment have been dissatisfied with | 
the work done by some men under | 
Allender. That Allender himself was 
not pleased with the efforts of some 
of his su»Sordinates was shown one day 
last week when he called his men be- 
hind closed doors, and informed them 
that the work of some was not efficient. 

Chief Allender has been keeping an 
eye on various uniform men, and it is 
thought that six sergeants, who Chief 
Young announced would ‘replace the 
detective-sergeanta,. will include several 
whom Allender desired. ‘Nothing was 
said of the immediate replacing of the 
11 special plain-clothes men, but it is 
thought their places will be filled within 
a few days. 


Wants: Desmoad,, gee 
Amohg the men Allender Js known to 
have destred was,Sergeant James Mo- 
ran, of the North Market Street Dis-, 
trict, who was formerly a detective- ' 
sergeant under William Desmond, Mo-, 
ran was among those ramed to work 
under Allender in the future. 

It is also known that some of the' 
men transferred were weary of the. 
plain-clothes work, and desired to be' 
back in uniform again. As detectives. 
they worked all hours of the day and | 
night, and even on their days off were : 
subject to call and had to keep In touch , 
with Police Headquarters. Frequently 
they worked 12 and 16 hours, and some- 
times longer, a day. 

Men in this department are given a 
book containing 100 street car passes 
each month; after the 100 passes are 
exhausted they have to pay thelr own 
fares. Some said that they frequently 
paid as much as $5 a morth for carfare 
themselves while on police duty. As 
uniform men they will ride free, and tn 
addition work only eight hours a day. !

Page, at London, has been notified by 
the British Foreign Office that sentence 
of Jeremiah C. Lynch, a naturalized 
s.merican, arrested for complicity in 
the Irish revolt, will not be confirmed 
until it has been submitted to the Prime 
Minister.

The Ambassador, reporting the noti- 
fication to the State Department tonight, 
said that Consul Adams at Dublin had 
becn informed officially that the sen- 
tence imposed on Lynch was 10 years’ 
imprisonment. This dispatch added that 
no confirmation of this information was 
available in London. Reports to Lynch's 
friends in New York had been to th: 
effect that he was sentenced to death. 


$8,380,000 U: $. INCOME TAX 
FRAUDS ARE FRUSTRATED 


Government Officiala Find That Cor- 

porations Paid Their Expense 
Accounts With Many Tho sanda. 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—Attempted 
frauds and evasions of the income tax 
law aggregating $8,390.15 have been 
frustrated by the treasury depart- 
ment, during the first nine months of 
the current fiscal year, it was an- 
nounced tonight. 

The $8,380.155 has been added to the tn- 
correct returns, assessed against the 
delinquent corporations and individuals, 
and will be collected. More than 80.090 
individuals and corporation returns have 
yet to be examined before the total of 
the amount withheld can be ascertained. 

By allezed evasion, omissions and .li- 
rect attempts to defraud, corporations 
whose returns have thus far been ex- 
amined are said to have failed to declare 
their correct taxes to the extent of §.,- 
034,026, while individuals failed by §$3,- 
346, 159. 

The general method of making ,incor- 
rect returns, it is said, has been to pad 
expenae items which are deducted from 
cross receipts to determine net income. 
Few corporations or individuals, it ts 
said, understated their gross incomes. 
Many are said to have added tens «f 
thousands of dollars to their items uf 
expense. Few, it is believed succeeded 
in eovering up the real returns by this 
method.

AUSTRIANS TAKE 
ANOTHER POSITION 
SOUTH OF TRENT 


Italians Evacuate the Col 
Santo, West of Monte 


Maggio, the Extremity of 
Ground Previously Given 
‘Up to the Enemy. 


Vienna Claims Capture in 
Present Offensive of 13,- 
000 Officers and Men and 
of 107 Guns. 


Germans Make Gains and 
Later Are Thrown Back in 
Fierce Fighting in Le Morte 
Homme Region.

VIENNA, via London, May 2.—The 
Italian forces have been ajected from 
the Col Santo (southeast of Rovereto), 
according to the Austrian official state- 
ment issued today. 

“Bince the beginning ef the Austrian 
attack,” the statement says, “we have 
captured 257 officers, 13,900 men, 107 guns, 
13 2-centimeter bewstears and 6 ma- 
chine guns.” 

Rovertero, or Roverdero, is about 18 
miles south of Trent, in Austria. An 
official communication issued in Rome 
Friday night admitted retirement from 
a position at Zegnatorta,.in the Lege- 
rina Valley, south of Trent, end. from 
the upper Aslico trom Monte Maggio 
to Sagliodaspio, southeast of Trent. 


Rome Declares Austrian Adsafiants 
| Have Been Dispersed. 

ROME, via Paris, May 2.—The 
offensive of the Austrian forces so rs 
has found such well-placed resistance 
that all the efforts have resulted, ac- 
cording to official communications, in 
heavy losses and the dispersal of the 
attacking troops. Several thousand pris- 
oners with arms, ammunition and pro- 
visions, abandoned by the retreating 
Austrians, have been captured. 

“Some of the fiercest fighting occurred 
on mountain heights, far above those on 
which any previous combats have taken . 
place.” 

The official communication issued by 

the War Office today reads: 
“In the Ortler zone minor actions re 
sulted in our favor. Between the Adige 
and Terragnole Valley attacks in the 
direction of Marco and along the rail- 
way line were repulsed. The enemy 
then resumed a violent bombardment of 
our position on the northern slope of 
Monte Pasubio. The enemy used ex- 
plosive projectiles and ilachrymosal 
shells. 

‘In the zone between the Terragnole 
Valley and the upper Astico the enemy 
offensive is valiantly held back by our 
troops. An attack against Coston 
d'Laghi was repulsed. On the Asiago 
plateau attacks from Milgrobe and the 
Busaverle basin, although prepared and 
supported by the most violent artillery 
fire. were shattered against the solid 
resistance of our troops. 

“In the Sugana valley the situation is 
unchanged. Along the rest of the front 
the enemy scattered the fire of his ar- 
tillery without any. precise objective. 
Our guns abstained from replying. 

“A great aerial raid was attempted 
at dawn yesterday by the enemy at dit- 
ferent points on the Venetian plain. 
There were few casualties but almost no 
damage. Enemy air squadrons which 
pushed on as far as Udine and Casaraa 
were driven back by the prompt inter- 
vention of our aviators.”

BRITISH CAPTURE 
RIDGE ABOVE LENS 


BRITISH FIELD HEADQUARTERS 
IN FRANCH, May 20.—It has developed 
that the actions of the battalions of the 
North Lancashires and the Lancashire 
Fusiliers on the fifteenth was a singular- 
ly brilliant attack and gained a strat- 
egic point—the crest of the redoubtable 
Vimy ridge—the possession of which 
means the command of the plain of 
Lens. 

Since the British took over this section 
from the French in the early stage of 
the battle of Verdun, the Germans had 
been holding stubbornly the vantage of 
the higher ground and inflicting heavy 
casualties on the British. After a suc 
cessful explosion of mines just after 
dark, the Lancashires, who are made up 
largely of cotton operatives from Man- 
chester, rushed from their trenches to 
the lips of the craters. 

Every detail in the program of the 
operation was carried out successfully. 
Morning found the Lancashires thor- 
oughly entrenched against a retaliatory 
German bombardment and had connected 
their old line by communicating trench- 
es, six feet deep. Slight casualties were 
the cost of the night’s success. The 
value of the ground gained is not to be 
judged by the 360 yards of front taken, 
but by the fact that the Lancashires 
are no longer on the downside of the 
slope with the Germans above them.

Greatest Interest in Colonel. 
Wagers have been made on the terms 
quoted above, the majority of them 
reflecting greater interest in the chances 
of Col. Roosevelt than in those of any 
half-dozen of the others. 

While the Colonel does not rule the 
favorite in the betting itself, he is the 
subject of most of bets, for, despite the 
unmistakable hostile trend of public 
opinion, he still.monopolizes the atten- 
tion of the professionals. 

His supporters refuse to be convinced 
that his “luck” will desert him when 
the conflict, which promises many a 
joyous thrill, actually starts. The discus- 
sion of the chances of any other man 
inevitably turns upon his plans. 

Will he retire from the race? Will he 
accept Hughes, Root, Fairbanks or any 
of the others and call off his Progres- 
sives? Will his deep-rooted personal dis- 
like for Mr. Wilson influence him to 
subordinate his personal ambition and 
induce him to take his place in the 
ranks? Will he refuse to do any or all 
of these things, and lead another revolt 
againsht the party that he ripped up the 
back four years ago? 

Colonel Worries the Leaders. 
The Colonel may not be the favorite 
in the betting, but he’s worrying the 
regular leaders a lot. With his ins | 
dorsement and support any one of the 
men whose names figure in the calcula- 
tions of the bosses and convention dele- 
gates will be glad to head the assault 
on the Wilson administration. 
Without his indorsement and support, 
none of them will waste any sleep over 
the nomination. The old line leaders 
who have most skilfully stacked the 
nominating convention against the Col- 
onel may scoff at him they feared a 


'per cent credit in this respect. 


few years ago and write his epitaph, but 
at the same moment they realize he is 
far from being, “ a dead one.”

Logic Points to Hughes. 

Admitting that the logic of the prop- 
osition points to the nomination of 
Hughes, there is actually little confi- 
dence that the Justice will finally be 
named, at least among the experts. An 
analysis of the figures seems to indi- 
cate the nomination of the Justice if 
popular sentiment counts for anything. 

Every day brings additions among Re- 
publican leaders and workers among the 
rank and file—not delegates—to his 
standard. The West and North con- 
tribute most of this sentiment; the South 
very little, for the reason that the pro- 
moters of the movements for Roosevelt, 
Root, Fairbanks and one or two of the 
“favorite sons’’ have “sewed up’’ the 
delegates for them. 

The relations of the New York leaders 
with the Justice when Governor were 
not of the sort that commends him to 
men who will look to him for favors in 
the event of his election. 

The question of his availability is of 
less concern to them than the price he 
is to pay to them. They are confident 
that if they should finally decide to 
take a chance on the Colonel, after 
putting him through the “third degree,”’ 
he would treat them fairly; they are 
sure Root would. 

Consequently they would rather nom- 
inate Root than either Hughes or the 
Colonel, because then they would be bet- 
ting on ‘‘a sure thing,’ as it were. 

‘String on Bargain With Colonel. 

They have the votes to “put Root ov- 
er.”” There is no doubt of that. Leaders 
who have checked up the delegates are 
of the opinion that they can bring about 
the elimination of enough of the so- 
called ‘“‘favorite sons’’ to give Root a 
clear majority of the delegates. 

But they don’t know that the Colonel 
will ge behind him and are further 
skeptical] of Root’s value as a candidate 
against so formidable an adversary as 
Mr. Wilson. 


RUSSIANS HALTED 


BEFORE KHANIKIN 


PETROGRAD, via London, May 2.— 
Having to cope no longer with the 
Kurdish mountain bands and isolated 
Turkish outposts and, instead, now be- 
ing confronted with the regular Turk- 
ish army concentrated on the Turko- 
Persian border before Khanikin, the 
Russian-Bagdad expedition has come to 
a temporary standstill. The Turks are 
reported to be putting up a desperate 
resistance, apparently determined to de- 
lay at all cost a further advance of the 
Russian army. 

The highest tributes are paid by all 
Russian observers to the courage and 
fighting ability of the Turks, who are 
defending with particular stubborness 
this entrance to Mesopotamia. Accord- 
ing to recent details received of the 
battle of Serinal-Kerind, the Turks made 
almost superhuman efforts to prevent 
the Russian occupation of this fortifi- 
cation. The entire garrison died fight- 
ing, but without accomplishing its pur-" 
pose, since after only a short delay the 
Russian forces swept onward toward 
Khanikin.

GERMAN PAPERS FORCED TO QUIT 


Average Above Three Suspensions a 
Day Due to Financial Difficulties. 
BERLIN, May 2%.—Three thousand 
newspapers and publications in Germany 
have had to go out of business, general- 
ly on account of financial difficulties, 
since the war began, according to the 
newspaper lists for the Imperial Postal 
District.

England Raided by 3 Seaplanes; Sol- 
dier Killed, 2 Civilians Wounded. 
LONDON, May 20.—Three German sea- 

planes made a raid on the English coast 

last night, a British official announce- 
ment this afternoon states. 

One of the aircraft was brought down 
off the Belgian coast. 

The seaplanes dropped 87 bombs, 
killing one soldier and wounding two 
civilians. 

The statement says: “A hostile air 
raid was carried out on the east coast 
of Kent last night by at least three 
seaplanes. The raiders made the En- 
glish coast a few minutes past 2 o'clock 
this morning.

LONDON, May W.—Infantry attacks 
by the Germans in the Verdun region, 
a French gain in the Champagne; a 
British success on the Vimy Ridge 
and further successful onslaughts by 
the Austrians in the Southern Tyrol are 
chronicled in the latest offiical communi- 
cations.

Federal District Attorney Says He Is

NEW YORK, May 2%.—Notwithstand- 
ing the statement by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall, Senator 
Thompson of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, today reiterated there was no na- 
tional interest involved in the Seymour 
& Seymour wire-tapping case. He as- 
serted that the wire-tapping was done 
at the behest of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
and that it was unjustified. He al- 
most in 80 many words, put it up to 
District Attorney Swann to take action. 
Swann answered with the statement 
that the Seymours had refused to go 
before the grand jury and thus he was 
powerless.

“As a matter of fact, my fellow citi- 
zens, however mortifying it may be to 
them or to us, America did not come 
out of the South, and it did not come 
out of New England. The characteris- 
tic part of America originated in the 
middie states of New York and Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey, because there 
from the first was that mixture of 
populations, that mixture of racial 
stocks, that mixture of antecedents 
which is the most singular and distin- 
guished mark of the United States. 

‘The most singular fact about this 
great nation which we represent is that 
it is made up out of all the natio s of 
the wdrid. I daresay that the men who] 
came to America then and the men who 
have come to America since came witn 
a single purpose; sharing some.part of 
the passion for human liberty which 
characterized the men who founded the 
republic, but they came with all sorts 
of blood in their veins, all sorts of ante- 
cedents behind them, all sorts of tradi- 
tions in their family and national life, 
and America has had to serve as “a 
melting pot for all these diversified and 
contrasted elements. What kind of fire 
of pure passion are you going to keep 
burning under the pot in order that the 
mixture that comes out may be purged 
of its dross and may be the fine gold 
of untainted Americanism? That is the 
problem. 

“IT want to call your attention to an- 
other picture. America has always 
been making and to be made, and while 
we were in the midst of this process, 
apparently at the acme and crisis of 
this process, while this travail of soul 
and fermentation of elements was at its 
height, came this great catacylsm of 
European war, and almost every other 
nation in the world became involved in 
a tremendous struggle which was what, 
my fellow citizens? What are the ele- 
ments in the struggle? Doft you see 
that in this European war is involved 
the very thing that has been going %n 
in America? It is competition of .na- 
tional standards, of national traditions, 
and of national WIRTIT Wi Ee sys- 
tems. 

“Europe has grappled ‘in war as we 
have grappled in peace to see what is 
going .to be done with these things when 
they come into hot contact with one an- 
other. For, do you not remember that 
while these processes were going on in 
America some very interesting things 
were happening? It was a very big 
world into which this nation came when 
it was born, but it is a very little world 
now. It used to take as many days to 
go from Washington to Charlotte in 
those days as it now takes hours. 

“T heard an Irishman say ifthe power 
of steam continued to increase in the 
next 15 years as it had in the last, we 
would get to Charlotte two hours before 
we left Washington. And as these 
processes of intercommunication have 
been developed and quickened, men of 
the same nation, not only have grown 
closer neighbors with each other; and 
now that we have these _ invisible 
tongues that speak by the wireless 
through the trackless air to the ends 
of the world,every man can make every 
other man in the world his neighbor 
and speak to him upon the moment. 


As Big as World. 

“While these processes of fermentation 
and travail were going on, men were 
learning about each other, nations were 
becoming more and more acquainted 
with each other, nations were more and 
more becoming inter-related and inter- 
communication was being quickened in 
every possible way, so tnat now the 
melting pot is bigger than America. it is 
as big as the world. And what you see 
taking place on the other side of the 
water is the tremendous—I had about 
said final process—by which a contest 
of elements may in God's process be 
turned into co-ordination and co-opera- 
tion of elements. For it is an interest- 
ing circumstance that the processes of 
the war stand still. These hot things 
that. are contact with each other do not 
make very much progress against each 
other. 

“When you can not overcome you 
must take counsel. See then ladies and 
gentlemen, what a new age we have 
cume into. I should think that it would 
quicken the imagination of every man 
and quicken the patriotism of every 
man who cared for America. 

“Here in America we have tried to 
set the example of bringing all the 
world together upon terms of liberty 
and co-operation and peace, and in that 
great experience that we have been 
going through, America has. been a sort 
of prophetic sample of mankind. Now 
the world outside of America has feit 
the forces of America, felt the forces 
of freedom, the forces of common aspi- 
ration, the forces that bring every man 
and every nation face to face with this 
question, ‘What are you going to do 
with your power?’ 

“Are you going to translate it into 
forces or are you going to translate it 
into peace and the satisfaction of the 
society? Does it not interest you that 
America has run before the rest of the 
world tn making trial of this great hu- 
man experiment and is it not the sign 
and dawn of a new age that one thing 
upon which the world is now about to 
fall back fs the moral judgment of man- 
kind.

NEW REVENUE LAW 


Estimated That Emergency Meas- 
ure Still Will Bring in $17,- 
000,000 in 6 Months. 


INCREASE IN RECEIPTS 


Will Be Nearly $100,000,000 
More Than Expected When 
Congress Convened. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Adminis- 
tration leaders, in framing the new 
emergency revenue law which they hope 
to have effective July 1, plan to elimi- 
nate the special taxes on documents. 
telegrama, telephone messages, negoti- 
able instruments, perfumery and cos- 
metics, the special taxes on tobacco, 
bankers and brokers and theaters and 
other places of amusement. With the 
elimination of these features the leaders 
eetimate the law still will bring $17,000.- 
000 between July and January, when it 
would expire by limitation. : 

The special taxes on beer, wines, etc., 
would be retained. 

Income Tax Increase. 

The new bill is designed to produce 
#100,000,000 from the income tax law, by 
increasing the surtax and making it ap- 
ply to all incomes over $10,000, and to 
raise $85,000,000, or $90,000,000 more by a 
tax on munitions and an inheritance 
tax. The bill will embody the tariff 
commission plan, without substantial 
change. 

Treasury Department officials estimate 
that the Government's receipts during 
the current fiscal year ending June 3 
will be from $90,000,000 to $100,000,000 more 
than estimated when Congress convened. 
Revised estimates today showed the in- 
creases approximately as follows: 

Income tax, from $85,000,000 to $120,000,- 


(00, an Increase of $35,000,000 over the orig- 


inal estimate; ordinary internal revenue 
receipts from $272,000,000 to $305,000,000, an 
increase of $33,000,000; customs receipts, 
from $190,000,000 to $215,000,000, an increase 
of $25,008,000. With these three principal! 
eources of revenue showing an indicatec 
increase of $93,000,000 over the original 
estimates, officiais believe minor sources 
will help bring the total increase close 
tu $100,000,000, 

Customs receipts show that the Gov- 
ernment already has collected duties ag- 
Sregating $185,446,442, only $1000 less than 
the sum collected this time last year and 
within $5,500,000 of the sum originally es- 
timated for the entire year. Customs 
receipts have been steadily rising since 
last December, and. now have passed 
$20,000,000 a month. Continuance of pres- 
ent conditions for another year, officials 
believe, will result iu tne customs re- 
celpts nearly reaching the level attained 
before the war.

PROVISIONS OF MEASURE 


Secretary Baker Already Has 
Taken Steps to Carry Out 
Its Features. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—By a vote 
of 349 to 25 the House today adopted 
the conference report on the army 
bill as previously adopted by the 
Senate. The measure now goes to 
the President, who has signified he 
would approve it. Steps already have 
been taken by Secretary Baker to 
carry out its provisions. 

To complete the main elements of 
the program of preparedness on 
which the administration plans to 
spend more than a billion dollars 
within the next five ycars, Congress 
still has to perfect and pass the naval 
bill, embodying the navy increases 
and the fortifications bill, which in- 
cludes provision for most of the 
equipment of the increased army. 

Summarized, the army bill provides: 

The forces of the United States 
shall consist of: 

A-—The regular army, including 
64 regiments of infantry, 25 regt- 
ments of cavalry, 21 regiments of 
field artillery, 65 additional regi- 
ments of engineers, 2 battalions of 
mounted engineers, 93 companies of 
coast artillery, and 8 aero squad- 
rons, with the necessary signal 
troops and departmental and ad- 
ministrative organizations, involv- 
ing a totai peace strength of 11,000 
officers and 175,000 men of combat- 
ant troops, and 11,000 oficers and 
200,000 men of all branches. The war 
strength under the regular organi- 
zation would be 11,500 officers and 
225,000 men. 


Provides for Volunteer Army. 

B—The volunteer army, compris- 
ing men trained at student and 
senior training camps under the 
Plattsburg idea. these camps to be 
designated by the Secretary of War, 
who is authorized to make what- 
ever regulations he deems neces- 

sary and to supply students with 
transportation, cniforms, equip- 
ments, accoutrements, tentage, bed- 
ding and subsistence during their 
course of instruction. 


C—The officers’ reserve corps, 
composed of men commissioned by 
the President following examina- 
tion as reserve officers of the United 
States, who shall be available for 
service when called upon, shall re- 
ceive full pay when calied into serv- 
ice, and who may be given a course 
of instruction at the higher military 
schools of the United States when 
designated, receiving full pay and 
privileges of their rank when re- 
ceiving such instruction. The offi- 
cers reserve provisions, designed te 
furnish approximately 650,000 oeffi- 
ficers in five years, also extended to 
all colleges offering a military 
course as a part of the graduation 
requirements and giving them the 
advantages of the Morrell Acts in 
the matter of assignment of regular 
army officers for instruction pur- 
poses and the necessary non-com- 
missioned officers. Graduates from 
such courses may t. assigned as 
student officers with regular army 
organizations and while so serving 
may receive $100 a month, such serv- 
fice not to exceed six months. 


Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

(D) The enlisted reserve corps, 
consisting of regularly enlisted men 
and nonc issioned officers of the 
army who shall have served their 
three years with the colors of their 
seven-year term and shall have 
passed into the reserve, or shall 
have passed into the reserve after 
one year of service on the certifica- 
tion of their efficiency by their troop, 
battery or company commander. 
While in the reserve each man will 
receive $24 a year, payable semi- 
annually, and if called to the col- 
ors before the expiration of his term 
of service he shall serve for at least 
one year, and this shall not operate 
to shorten his term of service. If 
called to the colors the reservist shall 
receive a bonus equal to $3 for every 
month of service in the regerve. In 
addition to those furloughed to the 
reserve, regularly discharge enlisted 
men of the army are made eligible ° 
upon proving thefr fitness for mill- 
tary duty. The President is author- 
ized to mobilize the reserve in whole 
or in part at any time for instruc- 
tion purposes, the Government pay- 
ing the necessary expenses of the 
men and full field pay. 

(B®) The national guard, which is 

“federalized’’ by requiring every ben- 
eficiary of the provisions of the act 
to take oath to support the President 
of the United States whenever called 
' ~wpon, by offering Federal pay to 
officers and men on the general ba- 
sis of about one-fifth the pay for 
similar grades in the regular army— 
except during field encampments and 
maneuvers, when full pay is granted 
~—by requiring the selection of offi- 
cers under requirements approved by 
the Secretary of War and by increas- 
in the Federal allowances for equip- 
ment, accoutrements, etc. 

Besides the personal increases, the 
measure provides for a government 
- gitrate manufacturing plant, to cost 

pot more than $20,000,000. 

' Im explaining the features of the 
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in five annual increments, and the 
increase in the officers, with the ex- 
ception of those officers who are to 
be used for the purpose of training 
the national guard and also to be add- 
ed in five annual increments So, as 
a matter of fact, this bill provides 
for the next fiscal year, an increase 
of about 12,000 enlisted men and be- 
tween 3000 and 4000 officers. 

“The bill provides a standing army 
as large as can be recruited in this 
country under the volunteer system. 
It provides an organization which in 
time of war can be ircreased to an 
army of 216,000 men.” 


Representative Gardner of Massa- 
chusetts wanted to know if the bill 
increased the enlisted force of the 
army 12,000 men up to the first of 
July, 1917. 

“About that, yes,” replied Hay, 
“plus the 20,000 that were authorized 
in the joint resolution. We have on 
the statute books, placed there two 
years ago, a bill known as the Vol- 
unteer Army Bill, which would en- 
able the President when authorized 
by Congress to raise as large an army 
as he wants if we should go to war. 
This is not an emergancy Dill, but a 
bill for future preparedness. 

“This bill as far as the personnel 
is concerned would increase the ex- 
pense of the army about $25,000,000. 
I think the army bill will be about 
$150,000,000 this year, but we are pro- 
viding for a large reserve oO 
ordnance, guns, ammunition and ma- 
chine guns ” 

Hay Assails “Ignorant Editors.” 
Hay assailed “ignorant newspaper ed- 
itors’’ for “criticism of the bill.’’ 
Representative Coady of Maryland 
asked Hay if there was any truth in the 
published report that a proviso in the 
bill had been put in for the specific 
purpose of providing a place for Judge 
A. C. Carson of the Supreme Court of 
the Philippine Islands and a native of 
Virginia, as Civillan Judge Advocate 
of the army, and asked if Judge Carson 
was not the only person who could 
qualify for that office under the bill. 
‘"Yes,”’ retorted Hay, “if that will give 
you any satisfaction.’ 

Representative McKenzie of Illinois, 
Republican, supported the conference 
report, but Representative Gardner, Re- 
publican, insisted that the bill was 
so shorn as to be acceptable even to 
pacifists. 

“If you want soldiers in time of peace 
go out and pay for them,” he said. 
‘‘Abandon the pterodactylic notion that 
Uncle Sam can get something for noth- 
ing. Men are not going to enlist for 
the pleasure of fighting cactus bushes 
and taking orders from boy officers, un- 
less they get at least the pay of a l4- 
year-old girl in a sweated industry. 
“For a nation as great as ours to sup- 
port an army no bigger than we have 
today is as sensible as for Ty Cobb to 
attempt to hit Walter Johnson with a 
match instead of a bat.” 


Mann Attacks Bill. 

Republican Leader Mann attacked 
the bill as inadequate and predicted 
that if war ever came “history would 
never tire of telling of the faithiess- 
ness of those who voted for the con- 
ference report.” 
Republicans who voted against 
bill were’ Britten, Wheeler, Mann, 
Gardner, Gillette, Rodgers, Tinkham, 
Walsh, Guernsey, Hadley, Humphrey, 
Johnson (Washington), Husted, Piatt, 
Sanford, Moore, Morgan, Nelson, Five 
Democrats, Buchanan (Illinois), Tav- 
enner, Johnson (Kentucky), Thomas 
and Randall, voted against it as did 
London, Socialist and Schall, Progres- 
sive.

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ERUPTION OF Tat 
HAWAIIAN VOLCANO, 
MAUNA LOA, ENDS 


Clouds of Smoke and Steam 
Rose to Height of About 
20,000 Feet. 


mation that the eruption of Manna Loa 
volcano, on the island of Hawaii, had 
subsided reached Honolulu tonight from 
Prof. Thomas A. Jaggar Jr., by radio 
from the Kilauea observatory, of which 
he is director. Prof. Jaggar reported 
that all signs of the eruption had 
passed away. Kilauea, he said, was 
unusually active and three earthquake 
shocks were felt between 1 and 3 p. m. 
today at Pahala. No damage was 
done. 


The clouds of steam and smoke from 
Mauna Loa last night and today rose 
to an estimated height of 20,000 feet 
and were visible for hundreds of miles. 


In former days, when Mauna Loa 
burst out, every five or ten years, its 
crater, 12,000 feet across, poured out 
floods of lava, destroying valuable for- 
ests, but of late the lava discharge has 
been neither great nor destructive, and 
the activity of the mountain is of inter- 
est mainly from a scientific and from 
a spectacular viewpoint. Unlike Kil- 
auea, Mauna Loa is extremely difficult 
of access. . 

Kilauea, known locally as Hawail's 
“tame volcano,”’ is situated on the east- 
ern slope of Mauna at an altitude of 
4400 feet. It is one of the largest active 
volcanoes in the world. Within the 
memory of many persons living in the 
islands Kilauea erupted with great vio- 
lence, sending a great river of molten 
lava down the mountain In the direction 
sc Hilo, tne chtie? city of tne Island. 
It seemed inevitable that Hilo would be 
destroyed. Princess Ruth, reputed 
among the natives to have great influ- 
ence with Pelee, Goddess of Fire, hur- 
ried to Hilo, knelt in front of the mov- 
ing ‘stream of fire and prayed to the 
goddess to spare the city. Miraculously, 
it seemed to the natives, the river of 
fire split and the resulting twin streams 
passed to right and left. The lava came 
to within half a mile of Hilo. 

Since that time the crater has never 
overflowed, though frequently the fire 
pit is brimful. 

The crater of Manua Loa is near the 
summit of the volcano of that name, 
which is 13,675 feet high. When in vio- 
lent eruption the smoke can be seen 
from Honolulu, nearly 200 miles away.

AUTOIST WHO HIT 
UNLIGHTED DEBRIS 
LOSES 7-YEAR SUIT 


Judgment of $430 Awarded to 
D. L. Solomon Reversed by 
Court of Appeals. 


After nearly seven years of litiga- 
tion, the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
in a decision handed down yesterday 
by Judge Allen, overruled the action of 
the Circuit Court, which had awarded 
a judgment of $430 to David L. Solo- 
mon in his suit against Wayne A. Dun- 
can, the Urbauer-Atwood Heating Co. 
and Morris Schweig as the result of an 
automobile accident, Dec. 1909, when 
Solomon, in his automobile, ran into a 
pile of debris on Delmar boulevard, 
near Aubert avenue. 

Judge Allen ruled that, although it 
was night and the pile of debris had no 
warning light on it, Solomon was 
chargeable with contributory negligence 
because he did not keep the speed of 
his machine under such control that he 
could stop quickly upon encountering 
an obstruction. The Judge quoted 
many similar decisions in other states. 


Auto Badly Damaged. 
Solomon in the lower court testified 


that he and a friend named Lukens 
were in the automobile, when they ran 
into the debris, on top of which was 
an iron radiator of the kind used for 
steam heating. The automobile ran 
upon thé debris, struck the radiator and 
was badly damaged. Solomon and Lu- 
kens, testifled the machine was going 
about eight miles an hour. Solomon said 
it was a foggy night. and, though he had 
powerful headlights he could not see 
the debris until too late to stop. 

Other testimony indicated to Judge 
Allen that the automobile was going 
faster than eight miles an hour. It 
vras shown that the force of the im- 
pact with the pile of debris was so 
great that Lukens was thrown from the 
automobile with such force that he slid 
20 feet on the wet street. me 

In his opinion Judge Allen said he was 
not compelled to accept the statements 
of Solomon and Lukens as to the speed 
of the machine, but was only called 
upon to determine whether the driver 
of the car had exercised due care in 
view of the peculiar weather condi- 
tions. 

The responsibility for the accident, he 

said, must rest on Solomon, who had 
testified that, because of the fog, he 
could not see far ahead. No automo- 
bilist, Judge Allen said, can be justified 
in rushing recklessly into the dark un- 
der such conditions and it plainly was 
Solomon’s duty to run so slowly that, 
even through the fog, he could have 
seen any obstruction in time to stop his 
car. . ; 
In his decision Judge Allen called at- 
tention to the fact that, according to 
the testimony, Solomon and Lukens had 
spent the evening downtown, where they 
had “something to eat and something 
to drink’? at McTague’s cafe and that 
on the way west they stopped at Cicar- 
di’s, “another cafe where food and 
drink are served,.’’ They testified that 
they did not enter Cicardi's, but only 
stopped there. 

Roy Britton, president of the Auto- 
mobile Club of St. Louis, when told of 
the decision said it probably would be 
indorsed by many automobile owners, 
who recognized the fact that the care- 
lessness of drivers often was the cause 
of serious accidents.

The settlement of his 
estate at this time is due to a pro- 
vision of his will, dated June 5, 1893, 
requiring that his estate be held in 
trust until his grandson, John E. 
Liggett, Jr., became 30 years of age. 
A petition for the distribution of the 
estate was filed Friday in the Cir- 
cuit Court. At the time of Liggett’s 
death his estate was estimated at 
about $6,000,000. 

Since that time the estate has in- 
creased in value so that Charles Wig- 
gins, one of the trustees of the es- 
tate said yesterday that the three 
daughters and the grandson will have 
property that will produce an income 


of more than $100,000 annually for}. 


each. , / 
The St. Louis women inherifing, 
each, one-fourth of the estate are 
Mrs. John Fowler of 35 West more- 
land place, Mrs. Charles Wiggins of 
23 Portland place and Mrs. \Claude 
Kilpatrick of 33 Portland place) Their 


husbands are the three trustees under 
the will. 


Left Widow in Charge. 

At the time of Liggett’s death \he 
left his entire estate in charge of 
his wife, providing for the appoint\ 
ment of trustees at her death. The 
estate consisted of stock in the Lig- 
gett & Meyers Tobacco Co., cash, 
notes, stocks, bonds and real estate. 
The real estate was in St. Louis 
chiefly and the will provided that the 
trustees might make any sales of real 
estate or stock that they believed 
wise. 

John Fowler, -ne of the trustees told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
the trustees had endeavored to carry 
out Liggett’s injunctiun in his will that 
“all monies are to be carefully rein- 
vested in good securities.” 

As a result the trustees, since the 
death of Mrs. Liggett have acquired the 
ownership of the ground of the Hotel 
Jefferson, the Century Building, ‘ the 
Brown Shoe Co., the N. O. Nelson Man- 
ufacturing Co., the Ely & Walker Dry 
Goods Co., the Frisco Building and the 
International Life Building. 

Fowler said that all of these invest- 
ments have been made since the death 
of Liggett, from monay secured from 
the income of the estate or the enle of 
other securities. The Century Building 
lot is valued at $877,500, the YFiotel Jef- 
ferson site at $520,000( the Brown Shoe 
Co. site at $1,003,910, the Internation Life 
site at $460,000, the Ely & Walker site at 
$914,328 and the Frisco site at $1,010,000. 
In addition the trustees list the present 
holdings of stocks and bonds at upward 
of $500,000. 

Wiggins a Trustee 11 Years. 

Charles Wigigms has been a trustee of 
the estate for ll years, following his 
marriage to Mrs. Ella D. Scott, whose 
husband was named originally as one 
of the three trustees. He said that the 
trustees in investing the money of the 
esate £0 largely in St. Louis realty be- 
lieved they were following the wishes 
of Ligett to keep his money invested 
in this city. 

Wiggins said that the estate has pro- 
vided the money to erect several of the 
buildings upon the property acquired 
by the trustees and that arrangements 
have been made that the occupants of 
the property may acquire title to the 
buildings whenover they are willing to 
do so.

Clocks Pushed Forward Last 
Night Under the Daylight 
Saving Act. 


LONDON, May 21.—Great Britain lost 
an hour this morning between 2 and 3 
o'clock through the inauguration of the 
daylight savings experiment. Two 
o'clock Sunday morning was chosen as 
the time for the change on the repre- 
sentation of railroad companies, as 
fewer trains are then running. At that 
hour clocks in stations, signal boxes 
and telegraph offices throughout the 
country were changed by the men in 
charge. A few long-distance trains 
which were running at the time of 
change, will arrive an hour late, but 
connecting trains at junctions are to 
wait for them. 

The change was welcomed generally, 
though there were some minor incon- 
veniences in London yesterday when 
alterations to thousands of public clocks 
began and con*inued throughout the 
night 

The fact that neither France nor 
America adopted the scheme caused 
novel complications in newspaper of- 
fices, news from both these countries 
having the appearance of being delayed 
an hour. The French official com- 
munications and financial cables from 
America, for instance, did not appear in 
the customary editions of the Sunday 
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“sted within a few days.

SHIPPING. BILL 


Measure Designed to Build Up 
Merchant Marine and 
Strengthen Navy. 


WASHINGTON, May 20—The admin- 
istration shipping “bill, designed to uD- 
build the merchant marine and strength- 
en the navy, passed the House today by 
a vote of 211 to 161, virtually in the 
form it introduced. 

The bill now. goes to the Senate, 
where a combination of Democrats 
and Republicans defeated a similar 
measure @ year ago. 

Republicans voting for the shipping 
bill were: Dillon, South Dakota; Young 
and Norton, South Dakota; Moss, West 
Virginia; Cary, Wisconsin; Miller and 
Farr, Peensylvania; Mooney, Ohio, and 
James, Michigan. Progressives: Martin, 
Louisiana; Nolan, California, and Schall, 
Minnesota. Two Democrats, Olney of 
Massachusetts and Slayden of Texas. 
voted against the bill, and Kent, the 
California independent, for it. 


The bill proposes to appropriate $50,- 
00,000 to be raised by Panama bonds, 
for the purchase, charter or lease of 
ships by the Government. These ships 
would be sold or leased to private cap- 
ital as rapidly as possible, with the Gov- 
ernment reserving the right to call them 
back into service as naval auxiliaries. 
The operation of such vessels as the 
Government was unable to lease or sell 
would not extend beyond five years after 
the close of the European war. 


A shipping board of five members, em- 
powered to prevent rate discrimination 
and unfair practices by all ships plying 
American water, and to fix maximum 
rates would be created. The bill now 
goes to the Senate. 

Republicans, who yesterday delayed 
the vote by offering more than a hun- 
dred amendments, made no further at- 
tempt to amend the measure. Democrat- 
ic Leader Kitchin and others who op- 
posed the bill last year were won to its 
support by the clause limiting Govern- 
ment operation of ships to five years 
after the close of the war.

General Assembly Decides Proposal Is 
Opposed to Advancement of 
True Piety. 

ORLANDO, Fila., May 2.—The Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States voted down 
here today a proposal to permit women 
to preach in Presbyterian churches, as 
“opposed to the advancement of true 
piety and to the promotion of the peace 
of the ‘church.”’ 


In adopting the majority report of a 
committee that studied the question, 
the assembly declared that the Scrip- 
tures forbid ordination of women. The 
votoe was 130 to 80.

ROBERTSON OWING 


When Youngster Injured Shoul- 
der Wise Ones Said He Would 
Be No Good. 


STARTED AS A _ PITCHER 


Game Lost a Great Southpaw, 
When He Was Forced to 
Go to Outfielding.

NEW YORK, May 2.—‘‘VYemon Dave” 
Robertson, whose heavy hitting has 
started the Giants climbing out of the 
cellar, is the sensation of the early 
baseball season. And Dave Robertson 
is the best ariswer to the arguments 
of those who think John McGraw is 
@ baseball Dodo. “Demon Dave’ was 
under age, studying veterinary surgery 
and pitching in a tide water league 
club down in Virginia, when McGraw 
first got a line on him. With his fa- 
ther’s permission Robertson was signed 
up to a contract giving his services to 
the Giants. He played a little more 
in the tide water league and then went 
back to college in North Carolina. 
Robertson is a big, powerful fellow and 
a great allround athlete. McGraw ad- 
vised him to cut out football, for fear 
some injury might interfere with his 
pitching ability. Robertson had been 
playing baseball under an assumed 
name. Bacxax in college he couldn’t 
avoid getting into tHe football lineup 
again without making some akward 
explanations. He played football. As 
a result, in the last game of the season 
he had his left shoulder broken. 

“And right there,’”’ says John Mc- 
Graw, “ I lost the greatest southpaw 
the game ever knew.”’ 


Last a Great Southpaw. 


Robertson's shoulder mended, but a 
pitcher’s arm must be a perfect ma- 


chine. He was never able to stand the 
rack of pitching again. -After finish- 
ing* his studies Robertson reported to 
McGraw and went to Marlin with the 
Giants. 

Wise people advised McGraw to iet' 
the crippled ballplayer go. They said 
Robertson never would be any good. 
Robertson offered to go through the sea- 
son without pay, but McGraw kept him 
and insisted upon paying him the salary 
his contract called for. He had the 
youngster’s shoulder treated and let him 
rest. Three years _ Robertson went 
to Marlin again wi the Giants. He 
tried to pitch, and put the weak shoul- 
der out of commission. 

McGraw induced Mike Finn of the Mo- 
bile team to take Robertson for the sea- 
son and use him as an outfielder. Right 
there ‘“‘Demon Davis’’ began to pick up 
again. He couldn't pitch, but he could 
play in the outfield and he could knock 
the seams out of a baseball. He be- 
came the hitting sensation of the South. 
And then McGraw reached down and 
took him back again. McGraw had 
been sticking to Robertson principally 
because he knew the boy could hit. 


McGraw Stuck to Player. 


One morning at practice in Polo 
Grounds he saw Robertson take a short 
swing at the ball and knock it into the 
center field bleachers. It was the long- 
est drive that McGraw had ever seen. 


John watched Dave all that morning, 
trying to discover where he got the tre- 
mendous driving power that enabled 
him to send the ball so far. He deter- 
mined that the knack was entirely nat- 
ural, not acquired form or skill, and 
made up/his mind right there that Rob- 
ertson was the hitter the Giants needed. 
This spring Robertson had a littie 
more hard luck. He hurt his right leg 
and was unable to go South with the 
Giants for spring training. He joined 
the team on its way North. It was not 
until many losing games had been 
played that he was given a chance to 
substitute. The playing ambition he 
had been bottling up so long showed in 
every swing of his bat. Today he leads 
the league in batting, and without a 
doubt before the season is over the 
world will recognize him as one of the 
REAL ballplayers, whose names will 
make part of the history of the game.

nials and is so arranged that the 
garden from the snowdrop period— 
which, in this country, is usually in 
February—until the ground is cov- 
ered with snow, is a continual mass 
of blooming flowers and green foli- 
age. All of the old-fashioned peren- 
nials which do well in this climate 
are planted in this garden. The gar- 
den now is purple and gold and yel- 
low. The early epring blossoms and 
the flags and columbines are in full 
bloom. There will not be a week pass 
from now until late in the fall that 
bloming plants will not be found in 
this garden. 
The beauty of a perennial garden 
is that it is a continual source of 
surprise anq does not require as 
much attention as the annual plant- 
ed garden plot. The flowers are 
hardy and endure greater heat, 
drouth and cold than the annual 
plants. 

The main garden is now a mass 
of blooming shrubs and trees and 
tender green foliage. This is perhaps 


one of the most attractive seasons 
of the year {in Shaw’s Garden.

JAPAN TO BUILD LARGEST 
SUPERDREADNOUGHT IN WORLD 


Will Carry 12 15-Inch Guns as 
Against Same Number of 14-Inch 
Cannon on U. S. S. 5S. Pennsylvania. 
TOKIO, May 2.—The Japanese Navy 

Department has issued specifications for 

an new battleship. These call for a main 
battery of 12 i5-Inch guns; displace- 
ment, 32,000 tons, and a speed of 24 knots. 

The new super-dreadnought is also to 
have an tmproved defense against sub- 
marines. 


The largest known super-dreadnought 
in the British navy is the Queen Eliza- 
beth, of 27,500 tons displacement, a speed 
of 22 knots and a main battery of eight 
lé-inch guns. The British are believed 
to have larger ships afloat but their 
armament and specifications are not 
known. 

The largest super-dreadnought In the 
American navy is the Pennsylvaria, 31,- 
490 tons, 12 I4-inch guns and a speed of 
°*| knots. Germany's largest known gu- 
per-dreadnought mounts eight 15-inch 
guns, is of 283,40 tons and has speed 
ef 2% knots.

CROP DAMAGE REPORTS — 
FAIL TO LIFT WHEAT 


Week’s Price Rarige Is 


gressive Selling—Corn and Oats Are 
Slightly Irregular. 


Sharply Lower on Ag- 
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Wheat prices averaged steady yester- 
day, influenced by assertions that Kan- 
Sas never before had such a destruc- 
tive visitation of Hessian fly as at pres- 
ent. The market, however, closed un- 
settled at $1.08% for July and $1.10 for 
September. Corn gained %c to 4c. Oats 
were unchanged. 

Attempts, which in the last hour of 
the session early buyers made to realize 
profits, were responsible for wiping out 
of most of the early advance in the} 


value of wheat. Scme observers were} 
disposed to ascribe the late selling, in 
part, at least, to rumors that the French 
Minister to Rumania had been handed 
his passports. 

Prevjous to the last hour, the advan- 
tage adimost from the start had been with 
the bulls, as attention had centered in 
Kansas crop situation, and there seemed 
to be unanimous agreement on the part 
of experts tuat unprecederited loss had 
been shown in some the largest produc- 
ing counties. 

Bears in wheat displayed considerable 
interest in the generous proportions at- 
tained by Nebraska receipts. Omaha, 
for example, had arrivals of 100 cars to- 
day, as against only 32 cars a year ago. 
It was said the prospect was for 250 to 
300 cars there on Monday. 

Unsettled weather kept the corn mar- 
ket firm, despite the late downturn in 
wheat. Reports were current that re- 
planting of corn would be necessary in 
parts of Illinois and lowa. 

With the exception of crops expert re- 
ports from Kansas last week’s market 
news was generally bearish, and the re- 
sult was a decline of nearly 5 cents for 
the six-days’ trading. 

Despite the near approach of the 
winter wheat harvest, the domestic vis- 
ible supply is nearly 20,000,000 bushels 
over last year, while world’s stocks are 
nearly 200,000,000 bushels over. pa se 
at domestic primary markets are running 
well above last year, but this would not 
be so bearish were not the Canadian re- 
ceipts daily totaling 700 to 1000 cars in 
Winnipeg, compared with 200 to 300 last 
year, which is practically shutting off 
the export demand for United States 
wheat, as England is having no diffi- 
culty in obtaining her supplies from 
Canada. 

Flour Trade Is Dull, 


Aside from the bearish primary move- 
ment, the cash wheat and flour trade is 
unusually quiet, the Northwestern Mil- 
ler reporting the business at Minneapo- 
lis last week the ‘“‘dullest on the crop,’ 
while loca] mills have sold little flour 
for shipment recently, except by mak- 
ing price concessions to foreign buyers. 
After the market for cash wheat had 
closed yesterday, 2c to 3c lower, an ef- 
fort to sell several cars rather than 
carry them over Sunday, forced No. 2 
red wheat down to sales at $1.10, a de- 
cline of 5c from previous transfers, and 
even on the decline buyers showed no 
decided inclination to take stocks free- 
ly. Other grades of cash wheat also 
met an indifferent buying power on the 
break, and the official report on the 
cash market designated it as “‘demor- 
alized.’’ 

Foreign advices also favored the bear 
traders, as even on the_rallies in the 
domestic market, Livérpool cables 
steadily showed declines, throughout the 
week. This, with a buoyant ’ London 
market yesterday, gave additional color 
to ‘‘peace’’ talk, which was one of the 
big factors in the week’s decline. 

The same traders who a short time 
back were talking $1.40 wheat, now 
are predicting the price will drop 
below a dollar, They claim that re- 
cent weather conditions have mate- 
rially improved the, winter wheat 
crop, and that despite mifftor Hessian 
fly losses in Kansas, the next Gov- 
ernment crop report will . indicate 
about 510,000,000 bushels of winter 
wheat, compared with an estimate 
of 499,000,000 on May 1, and 495,000,- 
000 on April 1. The harvest a year 
ago was 655,000,000 bushels. 

Despite this reauction as compared 
with the last harvest, supplies on 
hand are so excessive that it is be- 
coming the general belief that a 
moderate crop of winter and spring 
wheat will mean, with last year’s 
carryover added, a wheat total next 
fall of close to the 1, 000, 000.000-bush- 
el record of last year's yield. 

Weather for sprin « wheat seeding 
was highly favorable during the 
week, and official estimates or the 
acreage planted indicated no reduc- 
tion in South Dakota, and 10 per 
cent in North Dakota and Minnesota, 
whereas ‘crop killers” recently 
placed the lost acreage as high as 
156 to 30 per cent in the three states.

LONDON MARKET ‘HIGHER} 


Sentimc’.t on Foreign Exchange 
Is More Cheerful Than in 
Months,

NEW YORK, May 20.—The 4vening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekiy financial 
review, says: 

“The self-contradictory movements of 
the stock market, during the past few 
weeks and during the present week, are 
not very surprising when one observes 
the confusion of judgment with which 
the financial mind itself looks to the 
future. Even when prices have climbed it 
has repeatedly been difficult to ascer- 
tain exactly what was the Stock Ex- 
change’s real ground of apprehension. 

“What might be termed the orthodox 
reason Was, apparently, the prevalent 
doubt as to what would be economic 
conditions following peace. This motive 
was displayed in the market's action 
after any vague rumor of overtures to 
end the war. But this consideration 
was mixed with the real misgiving as to 
a possible rupture with Germany; there- 
fore, when the communication which 
for the time put an end to that dis- 
quieting sooty also contained re- 
mark of rlin’'s desire for peace, Stock 
Exchange opinion was left 1n much con- 
fusion. 

The Clash With Germany. 

“Of the two deterrent influences, the 
clash wit Germany was maniféstly 
the more formidable. The unpleasant 
possibilities of that were imminent, and 


to a great extent determinable, whereas }|. 


the economic sequel to nn peace 
was a matter of conjecture. ut the 
immediate abandonment of their recent 
mrurderous practices by the submarines 
seemed to show both good faith on the 
part of the German Government and 
ability to control the Admiralty.

INGUBATOR HATCH 
METHODS DETALED 
BY QUISENBERRY 


Unfolding of One of Nature’s 
Greatest Mysteries Takes Place 
Only Under Proper Conditions. 


By T. E. QUISENBERRY, 


Former Director of the Missouri 
Poultry Experiment Station, 
Mountain Grove. 


The transformation of an egg into a 
live chick in the space of three weeks 
is one of Nature’s mysteries, yet it is 
one which has become so familiar that 
we scarcely give it a passing thought. 
To study the egg from the time heat Js 
first applied until the chick emerges 
from the ghell is one of the most fasci- 
nating as well as the most profitable 
lines of investigation, in which the 
poultryman can engage. In so doing 
much knowledge of the greatest prac- 
tical value will be gained as to the best 
methods of managing the incubator. 

Given proper incubating conditions, 
the following changes will take place 
in the egg as the processes of incuba- 
tlon advance, as described in United 
States Department of Agriculture Bulle- 
tin No. 236. “The egg will show signs of 
hatching within 30 hours after its first 
exposure to heat. Along about the 
twenty-eighth hour a point denoting 
the head and another denoting the heart 
will appear. About the forty- -fifth hour 
the expert can detect a slight motion 
of the heart. In about 7 hours the 
membrance known as the allantois ap- 
pears. This envelope is the temporary 
breathing apparatus of the chick. On 
the fifth day the streaks denoting the 
limbs can be seen. On the sixth day 
the liver can be located, and a slight 
voluntary motion is observable. By the 
seventh day the lungs, stomach and 
brain show development. The eyes can 
be found by the tenth day, and on the 
twelfth day the feathers begin to form. 
The bill opens and shuts by the fif- 
teenth day, and the cry of the chick 
is heard about the eighteenth day. Soon 
after, or early in the nineteenth day, 
the chick bursts the air cell at the end 
of the egg, and begins to use its lungs 
in breathing. From this time it grows 
rapidly, and soon vecomes strong 
enough to break through the shell.’ 

The Essential Conditions. 

We have said that the above changes 
take place provided the incubating con- 
ditions are right. Let us see what these 
conditions are. The most important of 
them is, of course, heat, for without 
heat no changes of any sort will be not- 
ed. The general rule is that a tempera- 
ture of 103 degrees Fahrenheit is the 
proper temperature for incubation, and 
this is true. However, many operators 
find that they secure fully as good, if 
not better, results by keeping the egg4 
at 102 degrees during the first few days 
of incubation,. and at 104 degrees during 
the last few days. Great care should be 
taken, however, not to let the tempera- 
ture run any higher than 104 degrees, 
except when the chicks are actually 
hatching, when a temperature of 16 de- 
grees will do no harm. 

Another, and a very important, re- 
quirement for bringing off a successful 
hatch is proper moisture. This is a mat- 
ter concerning which no general rules 
can be laid down. Conditions as to 
moisture vary so greatly that each hatch 
must be studied by itself in order that 
the proper amount may be supplied. For 
instance, if the weather is dry, more 
moisture will be required than if the 
weather is damp and rainy. 
the incubator is placed in a damp cellar 
or cave, very little, if any, additional 
moisture will be required, while if it is 
}placed in a dry basement, where there 


the eggs with lukewarm water on the 
morning of the eighteenth or nineteenth 
day. 

Still another requirement for the suc- 
cessful hatch is proper turning and 
cooling. We have all observed the hen 
turning her eggs with a rolling motion 
of her body and with her beak, and 
we all know that she is accustomed \o 
leave her nest for from 15 minutes to an 
hour daily. Therein does the incubator 
cperator receive his authority for turn- 
ing and cooling the eggs. Experiments 
have also shown that the hatch is ma- 
terlally reduced unless this is dome. The 
daily turning of the eggs ts necessary in 
order that all parts of the egg may be 
subjected to*proper temperature, and to 
keen the egg from becoming too dry on 
the top side. It has been noted in ex- 
periments that where eggs were not 
turned, many chicks became attached 
to the shell and were either deformed 
or died in the shell. Just why dally 
cooling is necessary is not so clear; in 
fact, it is undoubtedly of considerably 
less importance than the matter of turn- 
ing. The time of cooling may be gradu- 
ally lengthened from 10 minutes to haif 
an hour daily as the period of incuba- 
tion advances, provided the temperature 
of the room is mild. The eggs should 
be neither turned nor cooled after the 
eighteenth day, however. 

Last, but by no means least, is the 
matter of testing. Some people of a 
more or less careless and lazy dispoai- 
tion do not test their incubator eggs. 
They claim that it is unnecessary, and 
point to the fact that eggs incubated 
under hens are not tested and yet satis- 
factory hatches are secured. It is more 
important to test eggs in incubators 
than under hens, because spolling eggs 
exude a gas which is very injurious to 
the developing chicks in the other eggs. 
and which cannot pass out of the egg 
chamber as readily as from under a 
hen. The eggs should be tested at tha 
¢nd of the first and second weeks. The 
stronger the light used, the easier the 
testing. Electricity has come into such 
general use that the most of the test- 
ing is now done by means of this light 
Electric testers are now on the market 
in which the current is furnished by dry 
batteries, thus making this method 
available to those who do not have elec- 
tric lights in their homes. When the 
firs* test is made, all eggs that show 
clear when subjected to the light are 
infertile and should be taken out. Eggs 
that show a small black spot ‘with 
spider-like lines radiating from it are 
fertile. Those concerning which there 
is some doubt should be left for the sec- 
ond testing. 

After all is said and done, the oper- 
ator must remember the old adage that 
“practice makes perfect.”" To surround 
the egg with those conditions which will 
enable it to produce a husky chick re- 
quires constant study and observation. 
Frinted directions serve only as a foun- 
dation upon which to build.

All the details of practical poultry 
raising necessary for success in the 
management of a poultry farm or «& 
farm poultry flock are included: the 
houses, fixtures, appliances, eggs and 
poultry for market, judging chickens 
and tow to mate and breed them, feeds, 
feed mixtures and how to use them. 
hatching with hens and incubators, rats- 
ing by natural and artificial methods, 
disease, etc. 

There will be two lectures daily in a4- 
dition to laboratory work. J. D. Bittff, 
director of the summer session, or H. L. 
Kempster, professor of poultry hus- 
bandry, can give full particulars.

foul contents from it. Repeat the opera- 
tion, then give a teaspoonful of castor 
oil as a purgative. Follow this with one~- 
quarter teaspoonful of common baking 
soda in a tablespoonful of water to cor- 
rect the acidity. Charcoal has a tenden- 
cy to correct the acidity and should be 
kept before the birds at all times. Also 
give bismuth, two or three grains, about 
three times a day. If this does not re- 
lieve the trouble, the bird evidently has 
an impaction in the crop and this will 
not allow the food to pass from the crop 
to the intestinal tract. You will doubt- 
less find the crop filled with oat hulla, 
straw, feed and such things as the bird 
has been eating. The passage leading 
from the crop has become obstructed 
and the food and fiber has accumulated 
until it has formed a hardened masa, 
which the bird is unable to handle og 
pass off. The grain or other feed has 
soured and there is an offensive odo 
arising from the contents of the crom 
Sometimes this condition can be relieved 
by forcing castor of] down the bird's 
throat and kneading and manipulating 
the crop with the fingers. The mass 
may be loosened up and softened so that 
it will pass from the crop. Warm water 
is poured down the throat by some, an@ 
the crop washed out to some extent by 
holding the bird’s head down and manip« 
ulating the crop while some of the con< 
tents are worked off. If this does not re« 
lieve the bird, it will then be necessary, 
for an operation. Pull a few of the 
feathers from the skin in front of the 
crop. Take a sharp knife and make aa 
incision in the crop about three-quarters 
of an inch long. Take a pair of tweezers 
or pinchers and remove the grass, straw 
and grain a little at a time. Clean the 
crop out thoroughly and wash out with 
warm water. Then sew up the crop with 
silk thread. Be careful not to get any< 
thing between the crop and the skin, 
Then take a few stitches In the outside 
skin. Place the bird in a comfortable, 
quiet place, away from the rest of the 
flock. Water and give soft feed for @ 
few days.

Wheat Bran a Food

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How to Rid Fruit 
Trees of Worms 


Every year many thousands of bush- 
els of peaches and plums are lost be- 
cause the fruit becomes wormy and 
rotten. These serious ‘“‘worm’’ pests 
ean be controlled to a large extent by 
careful spraying. 

To control brown rot and plum cur- 
culio, spray with self-boiled lime-sul- 
phur mixture and arsenate of lead. The 
latter is to destroy the curculios and 
the lime-sulphur mixture destroys the 
spores of the brown rot. 

Preparation of self-boiled iime-sulphur | 
mixture: Eight pounds of the best fresh | 
stone lime should be placed in a barrel 
and water enough added to cover it. As 
soon as the lime begins to slake, eight 
pounds of sulphur, that has been run 
through a sieve to break up all lumps, 
should be slowly added. The mixture 
should be stirred constantly while the 
powdered sulphur is being added to keep 
the mixture in the form of a thick paste. 
This should gradually be made into a 
thin paste. Care should be exertised 
not to allow the mixture to boil after 
all lumps of lime have slaked down. 
When the lime and sulphur have become 
thoroughly mixed cold water should be 
added to prevent further cooking. The 
mixture is now ready to be strained 
through a sieve of 20 meshes to the inch 
into the spray tank. Water enough 
should be added to make 50 gallons. The 
mixture must be agitated constantly 
while being applied, as ft settles rapidly. 

Before adding it to the lime-sulphur 
mixture, the arsenate of lead must be 
worked free with water. Two pounds 
_ Of the paste arsenate of lead is added 
to each 50 gallons of the lime-sulphur 
mixture.

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Best Way to Grow 
Raspberry Plants 


Raspberry plants should be set in hills 
six feet apart each way. Set three 
plants to the hill and set a stake six 
feet long in each hill. with the canes 
tied twice to this. The perfection will 
reach a height of six to eight feet. Cul- 
tivate thoroughly during the picking 
Season. Cut out the old canes as soon 
as they are done bearing. In the spring, 
after the second or third year, the canes 
are topped back to about six feet. Set 
three plants to a hill in order to get a 
good crop the second year. The extra 
plants cost little more, and give a big- 
ger return. From a planting of #0 
hills more than 8000 pints of berries the 
second year have been obtained.

ST. LOUISANS SURPRISED 


Democrats Have Understood All 
Along Local Leaders Were 
for Col. Gardner. 


The fight of Demeccratic aspirants for 
the nomination for governor in St. Louis 
developed in earnest yesterday -when 
William H. Phelps, senator from Jasper 
County, and Joseph B. Shannon, fac- 
tion leader of Kansas City, appeared in 
a follow-up campaign in an effort to 
line up Sentor Michael Kinney, Lawler 
Daley, Jamvus P. Miles and william J. 
(Boots) Brennan for Cornelius Roach, 
Secretary of State. 

Roach was in St. Louis the greater 
part of the week attempting to “get the 
boys in line,’’ and immediately after his 
departure Phelps and Shannon ap- 
peared. 

The candidat-s have figured that Kin- 
ney, Daley, Miles and Brennan are about 
the only Democratic politicians in St. 
Louis who actually can deliver votes at 
the primary, and consequently efforts in 
St. -Louls have been centered on ob- 
taining their support. 

Kinney Keeping Silent. 

Kinney said last night that he had had 
a long conference with Phelps and 
Shannon that ' + had made no announce- 
ment of his position on the governorship, 
and that he intended to make no state- 
ment in the near future. 

That there should be any question of 
the support of these leaders has sur- 
prised many Democrats, the general im- 
pression having prevailed over the State 
that Fred D. Gardner would have almost 
the solid support of the St. Louis Dem- 
ocrats in the primary. 

It is the opinion of politicians that all 
of these leaders have already deter- 
mined whom they will support in the 
primary, and it is not considered unu- 
sual that they have not openly stated 
their preference, it being pointed out 
that the usual procedure of city poli- 
ticlans is to wait until about the night 
before the primary to take a definite 
stand publicly and tell their ward work- 
ers for whom the votes they can con- 
trol will be cast. 


Roach Is Confident. 
Roach Friday expressed himself as 


confident that he would carry many 
wards in St. Louis. He mentioned no 
names, but said that he had received 
assurances from Democrats of promi- 
nénce that he would have their sup- 
port. 

Shannon ig counted on to carry his 
faction in Kansas City for Roach. 
Shannon and Phelps, who is one of 
Roach’s strongest supporters, have 
been close friends for many years. 
Shannon, with the aid of the Major 
police machine in Kansas City, was 
able to carry the spring primary for 
Mayor Jost for renomination, but in 
the election failed to control the city, 
the Pendergast faction voting with the 
Republicans. 

The Pendergast faction is considered 
the stronger in Kansas City, and 
while Tom Pendergast, its leader, has 
made no public announcement of his 
choice for Governor, there is a feel- 
ing that he probably will be for Gard- 
ner, because of Shannon’s alliance with 
Roach and Phelps. 

The Roach organization throughout 
the State is confident that if Roach 
can take from Gardner the support of 
Kinney, Miles, Brennan and Daley, that 
Roach will win. 

The Gardner forces have caused to 
become widely circulated throughout the 
State a report that Gardner will carry 
St. Louls overwhelmingly, and that his 
nomination will mean that the Demo- 
cratic ticket will stand an excellent 
chance of wiping out the Republican 
majority of approximately 20,000 in St. 
Louis. 

The Roach supporters are attempting 
to counteract the effect of such state- 
ments by circulating reports that Roach 
will be able to almost break even with 
Gardner in 8t. Louis.

The debaters on both sides 
have generally considered the question theoretical- 
ly; it remained for Major-General Leonard ‘Vood, 
former Chief of Staff of the United States army and 
one of our foremost military authorities, to point 
out that this eventuality has already occurred in 
our history, and that, owing to a lack of prepared- 
ness analogous to that of today, we suffered “a 
series of disasters and reverses on land, many of 
them highly discreditable in character.” 

He refers to the War of 1812, in which, it is 
amazing to state, the general impression seems to 
be that we administered a severe defeat to Great 
Britain. For this delusion, according to Gen. Wood, 
the patriotic lies of the school histories are re- 
sponsible; they gloss over the ignominies which 
the United States endured on land, but exaggerate 
our victories on the sea—which, glorious as some 
individual actions were, left England at the end of 
the war precisely what she was at the beginning: 
the undisputed mistress of the seas. 

What were the facts? In 1812 the United States 
numbered seven millions of people, but since the 
Revolution the military: establishment, despite the 
warnings of men like Washington, had been suf- 
fered to fall into decay. Nevertheless, the Gov- 
ernment suffered itself to be goaded into a declara- 
tion of war against Great Britain. There were in 
those days prototypes of William Jennings Bryan, 
who made boasts similar to his famous one, that 
if the President called for volunteers “one mil- 
lion would respond before nightfall.” Great Britain 
was remote from us on sea by as Many weeks as 
she is now days in distance; and she was engaged 
in a life-and-death struggle with the grer@2st foe 
in all her history—Napoleon Bonaparte. 


The volunteers were readily forthcoming, to the 
number of 527,000 men enrolled during the war. 
Against these Great Britain, according to the as- 
tounding statistics given by Gen. Wood in his 
recently published book, “Our Military History: 
Its Facts and Fallacies” (Reilly & Britton) opposed 
a force which at no time exceeded 16,800 men. But 
the half million Americans were untrained and un- 
disciplined, while the British were regular soldiers. 


cording to Gen. Wood, by 
lack of efficient system. At 
no time did Washington 
command an effective force of more than 20,000 
men in line. He was compelled every year to create 
a new army, for short enlistments, frequent fur- 
loughs and desertions caused his forces to melt 
away like snow in the sun. Our largest force was 


in 1776, when we had 89,000 troops, of whom 47,000 


were Constitutionals and 42,000 militia. From this 
year on the strength of the American force dwindled 
steadily until, in 1781, it was a trifle over 29,400 men. 

There was another side to the medal on which 
stands the famous picture, “The Spirit of 1776,” 
and it is engraved with the acid of a bitter spirit, 
that of George Washington. In his caustic letters, 
quoted by Gen. Wood, oceur passages like the fol- 
lowing: 

“Egregious want of public spirit — instead of 
pressing to be engaged in the cause of their coun- 
try, which J] vainly flatt-ved myself would be the 
case, I find we are likely to be deserted in a most 
critical time. * * * uch a dearth of public 
spirit, such stock-jobbing and fertility in all the 
low arts to gain advantag's of one kind or another 
I never saw before, and gray God’s mercy that I 
may never be witness t« again. * * * Such a 
mercenary spirit pervade, the whole that I should 
not be at all surprised .s any disaster that may 
happen.” 

The tragic results of m titary unreadiness in the 
Revolution are summed up with the eloquence of 
indignation in a letter which Washington wrote in 
1780 to the President of Congress. 

“Had we formed a permanent army in the be- 
ginning,” he wrote, “we should never have had to 
retreat with a handful of men across the Delaware 
in 1776, trembling for the fate of America, which 
nothing but the infatuation of the enemy could 
have saved * * * we should not have been un- 
der the necessity of fighting at Erandywine, with 
an unequal number of raw troops, and afterwards 
seeing Philadelphia fall a prey to the victorious 
enemy; we should not have been at Valley Forge, 
destitute of everything, in a situation neither to re- 
sist nor retire * * * we should not have been 
the greater part of the war inferior to the enemy, 
indebted for our safety to their inactivity, enduring

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Lord Clanricarde, notorious oppressor of 
his tenantry, died with the curses of 
Irish peasants on his head and as an 
outcast among people of his own 
class—Was a miser, never known to 
perform a kind act, and passed his 
last days as a grubbing money lender 
under an assumed name 


HERE died in London the other day at the 
age of 84 years, a man who was worth mil- 
lions in money and art treasures, yet who 
was without a friend. Not only was he 
unmourned, though a peer of the British 
realm, but he died with the curses of hun- 
‘dreds of Irish peasants on his head, and 

as an Outcast among people of his own class. It was 

looked upon as a coincidence tinged with sarcasm that 
he should have passed away on the eve of another 

Irish rebellion. 


The man was Hubert George de Burgh Canning, . 


Lord Clanricarde, the most 
hated man in Ireland. The 
owner of 60,000 acres of 
land in County Galway, he 
kept his tenants in a state 
of almost unbelievable deg- 
radation and misery. He 
was a man apparently 
without one commendable 
trait, a taciturn, repellent 
figure, and if he ever did 
a kind action in his life 
it is not on record. In the 
end he was a miserly money 
lender under an assumed 
name, without one person 
to grant him a look or a 
word of affection during the 
long iliness which  pre- 
ceded his death.

the body had been placed in 

a temporary brick vault which had been erected on the 
estate, the son took the next train back to London. 
When his mother died some years later, Lord Clanri- 
carde allowed her body to be shipped to Ireland by rail, 
remain overnight in the railway station, and then to 
be unceremoniously shoved into the vault on its side, 
there being no room to place it in its proper position. 
He never replaced the temporary vault with a perma- 
nent one and the remains of his immediate forbears 
still are in the place and in the position in which they 
were originally deposited. 

Be times ever so hard in Ireland and conditions 
umong the peasants ever so distressing, Lord Clanri- 
carde never raised a finger to ameliorate them. Times 
of prosperity and famine were alike to him. He was 
the most ruthless evictor in Ireland’s long list of un- 
feeling and hard-hearted landlords. He would as soon 

rather, it sometimes seemed—turn a family into the 
snow and biting blasts of a winter’s night, as to dump 
their pitiful possessions out into the sunshine and 
warmth of a summer's day. 

The poverty and starvation of his serfs and vassals 
alone cannot be laid at the door of this man, but mur- 
der as well. His own agents pleaded with him to abaté 
his rents during times of famine, but he refused, and 
one of them was slain by an outraged peasantry who did 
not know of the man’s intercessions for them. Bailiffs, 
policemen and others who took possession of homes 
whose occupants had been evicted have been murdered 
by the frenzied victims of Clanricarde’s rapacity. But 
the strange, silent man in London never as much as 
raised an eyebrow when news of such doings was 
brought to him. He was sued times without number 
and always fought such proceedings bitterly. Moreover, 
he nearly always won. 


Lord Clanricarde, by following this policy of oppres- 
sion, finally brought the other landowners about his 
ears, because he was bringing odium upon them as a 
class, but they were as unsuccessful in moving him as 
the poor farmers on his own estate. Lord St. Aldwyn, 
noted as a keen upholder of the sacred rights of prop- 
erty, when Secretary for Ireland, tried to make Clan- 
ricarde behave as the other landlords, but he failed. 
When his letters of appeal fell on stony ground he even 
threatened to leave Lord Clanricarde without police as- 
sistance in the management of his estate, but that per- 
son paid no more attention to the threats than he did 
to entreaties. Throughout his life he displayed an as- 
tounding insensibility to the opinions of his own class, 
to his active enemies and to the world in general. 

Persons who have never visited Ireland have no con- 
ception of life in one of the hovels like those which 
dot the estate of Lord Clanricarde. The cabins are 
‘“wretchedly thatched. built of unhewn stone badly 
cemented, standing some 50 
yards from the roadway in 
a scene of the bieakest 
desolation,” wrote Sydney 
Brooks. “The soil all about 
is hostile, meager, and 
studded with gray rock and 
stone. The nearest village 
is five miles away. To 
reach the huts you walk up 
an unmade road that is half 
a ditch and half a stone 
staircase after an earth- 
quake, foul and reeking 
with mire and effluvia. By 
the side of the cabin doors 
are the inevitable manure 
heap and the winter stack 
of peat. As you pass into 
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the doorway a flutter of fowls rushes out. The dark- 
ness is such that, except when silhouetted against the 
blazing hearth, you cannot at first make out who or 
what is there. Gradually three or four barefooted chil- 
dren reveal themselves, and an old man sitting motion- 
less by the fire. Opposite the hearth, in a stall, on 
fairly clean straw, is the family cow. The furniture, 
standing unevenly on the bare and sodden ground, is 
of the roughest. There is a tidy inner room where the 
father and mother sleep, the children herding together 
in the living room. Two of them are coughing omin- 
ously; all have indigestion; their eyes are reddened 
with the peat smoke, and their teeth are abominable. 


“They rent, or owe rent, for a patch of ground, grow- 
ing on it oats and potatoes year after year, until the 
soil is worn out and the crops blighted. They may 
earn a little, but not enough, by the sale of a calf or 
pig or a few chickens. They contrive to exist by cutting 
down their standard of living to the lowest possible 
point. Milk, potatoes, tea, some flour, and, as an oc- 
casional luxury, a slice or two of the worst bacon, form, 
with a little whisky, their staple diet.” 


Life under these conditions is miserable enough, but 
it was a home, and Lord Clanricarde even denied his 
charges this poor comfort when the hapless house- 
holder fell behind in his rent. 

Though none of his tenants seems ever to have seen 
him, Lord Clanricarde wielded such power that it was 
once said of him that he could send his gray mare to 
Parliament if he wished. The Earl himself represented 
County Galway in Parliament from 1867 to 1871. At 
the ensuing elections in 1872 the rents of the Clanri- 
carde tenants were raised because it was known that 
they were supporters of the popular candidate. The 
Earl’s agent was shot down in the belief that he was 
responsible for the raising of the rents, but corre- 
spondence, against the publication of which the Earl 
obtained an injunction, revealed that it was Clanricarde 
himself who was to blame. The successor of the mur- 
dered agent begged his employer to lower the rents, but 
Clanricarde would not hear of it and fierce eviction 
scenes followed. It was at this time that the London 
Times denounced Clanricarde as a danger to society. 
No fewer than 160 persons were imprisoned in con- 
nection with the struggle carried on at this time. 


It was at this time, too, that Lord Clanricarde was 
guilty of the only bit of humor in which he was ever 
known to indulge, but it is more than likely that he was 
unconscious of it. To the appeal of an agent who de- 
clared that his life had been threatened by the tenants, 
Lord Clanricarde telegraphed in reply, “The tenants 
can never intimidate me by threatening to shoot you!” 

Many stories are told of Lord Clanricarde’s parsi- 
mony, although he was immensely wealthy. It is de- 


clared that when he purchased a ticket at the railroad

Lord Clanricarde’s life started out brilliantly enough, 
and in his earlier career there is nothing to indicate 
the dark role he was to play in English and Irish his- 
tory. AS a young man he was educated at Harrow, 
where he acquired an unusual knowledge of French 
language and literature and cultivated his critical taste 
in art. In 1852 he entered the diplomatic service as 
attache at Turin, and 10 years later was made second 
secretary. It was at about this period of his career, — 
apparently, that his nature underwent a change, and ~ 
one wonders what might — 
have wrought it. Wilfrid — 
Scawen Blunt, who wrote — 
a series of books on En- 
glish and Irish affairs, = | 
and who was an acquaint- 
ance of Clanricarde, fur- — 
nishes a slight clew in his 
volume, “The Land War 
in Ireland,” when he says, — 
-“T knew something of his 
early life which to a large 
extent excused him in the 
long war he waged with ~ 
his Irish tenantry when — 
he succeeded to the family 
estates.” ae 
According to a contrib- 
utor to the Irish World 
of New York, it has been 
whispered around the peat 
fires in the farmhouses on 
Clanricarde’s land for 
many years that the Harl’s 
right to the title was in 
question. It was generally 
believed that he was not the son of the former Earl, 
who was in Russia as a soldier in the Crimean War when 
the present Earl was born, credence being lent to this 
belief by the utter dissimilarity physically and men- 
tally between the old Earl and the late one. The late 
Earl's title was not disputed, as there was-no legitimate 
heir to the estate, the older son, Lord Dunkellen, hav- 
ing died in early manhood. Countryside gossip, there- 
for, attributed Lord Clanricarde’s bitterness toward Ire- 
land and his relatives to the knowledge that he had no 
right to the title and the estates. Whether Blunt had 
these tales in mind when he alluded‘to Clanricarde’s past 
is not known, as he gives no intimation as to what 
constitutes his knowledge of the old miser’s secret. 
The folk in County Galway believe that the title of 
Lord Clanricarde should have passed to Richard Burke 
(corruption of De Burgh) a son of the old Earl by a 
morganatic wife who resided in Portumna. Burke, who 
is known as Rick Burke, became a well-known Irish 
Nationalist; and at one time was sword bearer to the ~ 
Lord Mayor of Dublin. On the marriage of the mor 
ganatic wife to a man named Scully, a small holding 
was deeded to her. This the late Lord Clanricarde at- 
tempted to take from her in her old age, but Rick Burke 
successfully resisted him in the courts. 
Lord Clanricarde never mingled with his fellow men 
in a social way, so that he was almost as unknown in 
England as in Ireland. Throughout his membership in 
the House of Lords, he seldom appeared there, and only 
once participated actively in the proceedings of Pariia- 
ment. This was in- 1907, when he suddenly-and dramati- 
cally appeared on the floor to deliver a speech attacking 
the ‘Evicted Tenants’ Bill. It was a memorable day in 
the House of Lords, for so vehement was Clanricarde’s 
attack that he fainted. 
It is interesting to speculate upon what the daily life 
of such a man might have been, especially in his de- 
clining years.

Our condition of preparedness 
was recognized by foreign Governments, 
as was indicated by the prompt evacua- 
tion of Mexico by Napoleon upon the re- 
quest of this Government. 

“When the war with Spain began,” 
continues Gen. Wood, “it was at once ap- 
parent that nothing of importance what- 
ever had been taken to heart from the 
Civil War, and that we were wholly 
unprepared from every standpoint. 

“We were without reserves of men, 
officers or material. We were using an 
obsolete rifie, antiquated artillery, black 
powder. In fact, we were a military 
‘Rip Van Winkle. Fortunately, our navy 
was stronger than the navy of our enemy, 
and our coasts were free from molesta- 
tion. 

“Ou? condition at that time was one 
of disorganization and unpreparedness. 
On every side was lack of well-thought- 
out preparation. A clumsy, bureaucratic 
system of administration crumbled un- 
der the first pressure which was put upon 
it; the sanitary administration of our 
camps showed in many instances lack 
of elementary knowledge and reasonable 
prudence, and an entire want of dis- 
cipline. There were some marked excep- 
tions, but generally speaking, sanitary 
incompetency, together with administra- 
tive failure, served to give us a death 
list many times greater than from bul- 
The lesson drawn by this authority 
from all of our wars is that the militia 
and wolunteer systems have always 
proved an utter failure. We enrolled 
nearly 400,000 volunteers in the Revolu- 
tion and could not without aid defeat 
one-tenth that number of British regu- 
We enrolled half a million men in 


were hever at one time confronted with 
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the 16,000, and were to some extent 
necessarily scattered because of the 
length of coastline to be defended. in 
our Florida War with the Indians, “a 
nation of 17,000,000 of people contended 
for seven years with a tribe mustering 
only 1200 warriors, and finally closed 
the struggle without accomplishing the 
original and sole aim of the war, which 
was the forcible emigration of the In- 
dians.”’ 

The sole method for the prevention of 
future disaster, in Gen. Wood's opinion, 
is the adoption of universal service, not 
in state militia, but in the Federal serv- 
ice, on the plan of the Australian and 
Swiss “citizen armies.” 

“The main reliance in a war with a 
first-class power,” he says, “will ultimate- 
ly be the great force of citizen soldiers 
forming a purely Federal force, thorough- 
ly organized and equipped with reserves 
of men and material. This force must 
be trained under some system which will 
permit the instruction to be given in 
part during the school period or age, 
thereby greatly reducing the time re 
quired for the final intensive period of 
training, which should be under regular 
officers and in conjunction with regular

“Bach year about one million men 
reach the military age of 18: of this 
number not more than 50 per cent are 
fit for military service, this being about 
the average in other countries. * * * 
It would seem that about 500,000 men 
would be available each year for mili- 
tary training. If the boys were prepared 
by the state authorities through training 
in schools and colleges and in state train- 
ing areas to the extent that they are in 
Switzerland and Australia, it would be 
possible, when they come up for Federal 
training, to finish their military train- 
ing—so far as preparing them for the 
duties of enlisted men is concerned— 
within a period of approximately three 
months.

The house was two years in building, and from 500i. 
to 800 men were constantly employed upon it. Complete 
wood-working and stone-cutting plants were established 
on the ground. A gently-rising slope 200 feet back from 
the River Rouge was decided upon as the site of the 
house. The grounds were left in their primitive condi- 
tion and the architect devoted himself to making a house 
that would harmonize with the surroundings. The mate-

HE placing on exhibition in Philadelphia 
the other day of a set of false teeth owned 
by George Washington called attention to 
the fact, which has beem*freely discussed 

in dental histories, that from early life the 
first Preside it suffered with his teeth. He 
lost his front ones when a young man and 

@@ his declining days worc the crude and for the most 
part ill-fitting sets which represented the best efforts 
of the first dentists of America. In the head of Wash- 
ington, in the tomb at Mount Vernon today, is a pair 
of artificial incisors fashioned for him by John Green- 
wood, who for several years was his personal dentist. 
Washington's facial defects are strikingly exemplified 
in most portraits of him, although some of the artists 
tried their best to conceal them. It is said that Charles 
Peale, for whom he often sat, tried to remedy the dis 
tortion of features of his distinguished sitter by replac- 
ing the missing teeth with wax, as did- also 
Gilbert Stuart, but these expedients failed 
to produce an easy expression because of 
Washington's efforts to keep the substi 
tute in position. In paintings by other 
artists, made when he was wearing 
clemsily-made dentures, the mouth 
distortion is even more marked 
It was not until he sat for Ren- 
brandt Peale, a son of 
Charles, that the mouth as- 
sumed a more natural posi- 
tion. and this is explained by 
the fact that he then was 
wearing a very satisfactory 
set of false teeth which had 
been made for him by Green. 
wood. 


A history of dentistry in 
America, compiled by Burton 
Lee Thorpe of St. Louis, con- 
tains an interesting series of 
letters which passed between 
Washington and Greenwood, 
in whom the “Father of His 
Country” seems to have 
found all that ai dentist 
should be for those days. 
Pn the first, from Greenwooa 


was part of the Philadelphi« 
exhibition, the practitioner 
chides his patient for allow- 
ing his teeth to become black 
and voices his suspicion that 
it was due in large measure to 
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is dated New York, Dec. 28, 1793, 
and is as follows: 
“Sir: 1 send you enclosed two setts 
of teeth, one fixed on the old barrs in 
part, and the sett you sent me from Phil. 
adelphia, which, when I received, was very 
black, occasioned either by your soaking them 
in port wine, or by your drinking it. Port wine being 
sour takes off all polish and all acid has a tendency to 
soften every kind of teeth and bone. Acid is used in 
coloring every kind of ivory, therefore it is very pernici- 
ous to the teeth. I advise you to either take them out 
after dinner and put them in clean water and put in an- 
other sett, or clean them with a brush and some chalk 
scraped fine. It will absorb the acids which collect from 
the mouth and preserve them longer—! have found ap- 
other and better way of using the sealing wax when 
holes are eaten in the teeth by acid, etc. First observe 
and dry the teeth, then take a piece of wax and cut into 
sthall pieces as you think will fill up the whole; then take 
a large nail or other piece of iron and heat it hot into 
the fire, then put your piece of wax into the hole and 
melt it by means of introducing the point of the nail 
to it. I have tried it and found it to consolidate, and do 
better than the other way, and if done proper it will 
resist the saliva. It will be handier for you to take 
hold of the nail with small piyers than with tongs. The 
Wax must be very small. If your teeth grow black take 
some chalk and a pine or cedar stick, it will rub off. If 
you want your teeth more yellow, soak them in broth 
or pot liquor, but not in tea or acids. Porter is a good 
thing to color them and will not hurt but preserve them, 
but it must not be in the least pricked: you will find 
I havé altered the upper teeth sent me frqm Phila- 
deiphia. Leaving the enamel on the teeth don't preserve 
them any longer than if it was off, only holds the color 
better, but to preserve them they must be very often 
changed and cleaned, for whatever attacks them must be 
repelied as often, or it will gain ground and destroy the 
works.

It supplies zero tem- 
perature in storage closets and in the 
butler’s pantry freezes inch units of ice 
for table use, all forms and shapes of 
dessert, and provides a system for keep- 
ing ice cream and desserts in their 
original condition for months. The 
pantry has both hot and cold slabs. 


All of the ornamental metal work was 
done on the grounds. One of the 
features is lightning protection by in- 
visible mean@ The copper work of the roof and cor- 
nices are all parts of the system and are connected by 
a copper pan of water and a copper coil, by which any 
electric shock would be directed to a damp cesspool 
some distance from the building. 

The entire house and all its furnishings are marked 
by harmony, and a symphony of color, tone and pro- 
portion has been obtained that is in keeping with the 
simple tastes of the owner. 

Ford intends to make his place an asylum for birds, 
making it so attractive for them that great colonies of 
feathered friends will settle there.

there are more amazing geological “accidents,” perhaps, 
than in any other part of the world. 

very schoglboy in the United States remembers the 
picture of the Virginia natural bridge in his geography: 
The wonders of this great span have been extolled for 
generations and the geography reader is supposed to be 
duly impressed when its dimensions are given as 90 
feet in length, spanning @ chasm 200 feet deep. 

Southern Utah can boast of more than a dozen great 
natural arches, five of which are larger than Virginia's 
wonder. The five larger ones are the Nonnezoshe, north- 
west of Navajo Mountain; the Carolyn and the Augusta, 
in White Canyon; the Edwin, in Armstrong Canyon, 
and the Sansosie; in Monument Park. 

Under Nonnezoshé; the greatest of Utah's arches and 
the greatest yet reported to the world, could be placed 
two of the Virginia bridge with room to spare. Under 
its mighty span the tallest spires of the St. Louis City 
Hall could stand, with room to spare. With greater ease 
could they stand under the arch of the Sansosie. The 
suppoming columns of the Augusta, the larger of the 
White Canyon bridges, could stafid one on each side of 
Twelfth street, and the eighth-story windows on nearby 
buildings would peep under the crest of its arch. Yet 
the Nonnezoshe could be set at right angles across the 
Augusta. 

In all about 15 natural arches have been discovered 
in Southern Utah. Possibly ,half a dozen of them are 
classed as small and imperfect. 
feet high, with a span of 275 feet; the Sansosie is 350 
feet high, but it spans only 75 feet; the Augusta 222 feet 

with a span of 261 feet; the Carolyn is 205 feet 

with a span of 186 feet; the Edwin is 104 feet 

with a span of 198 feet; the Pikyabo is 62 feet 

with a span of 122 feet: the Sitsosie is 143 feet 

with a span of 147 feet. The two other more im- 
portant bridges have not yet been named and their exact 
measurements have not been taken. However, one of 
them is about 250 feet high, with a span of about 60 
feet. In company with their more lofty and massive 
neighbors, these and the other smaller arches lose pres- 
tige, but would be wonders in any other part of the 
world. 

The Edwin, Augusta and Carolyn were discovered in 
the early "80s by Cass Hite, one of the pioneers and pic- 
turesque figures of Southern Utah. The Pikyabo was 
first reported by Dr. Williams of Moab, Utah, about eight 
years ago. Practically all the other natural bridges in 
that section have been discovered since 1908 by expedi- 
tions sent out by the University of Utah under the 
charge of Prof. Byron Cummings, now dean of the 
school of archeology of the University of Arizona. 

The names of the pridges were chosen chiefly with a 
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and means “water tank” or “big cistern;” Sansosie 
(San-so-see’) is & Navajo word meaning ‘“‘tall and slim;” 
Sitsosie (Seet-so-see’) Was the name of the Navajo 
guide with the party who first sighted the bridge. The 
Rdwin, Augusta and Carolyn have beén rechristened 
with Hopi names by the Government, but the old names 
still cling. 

That these great natural wonders were known to the 
ancient cliff and pueblo dwellers of the section is indi- 
cated by the ruins of their habitations and altars found 
nearby. The modern Indian tribes, the Utes, Pah-Utes 
and Navajos, have known of them for generations. 

The White Canyon bridges—the Edwin, Augusta and 
Carolyn—were first seen by white men when visited by 
Cass Hite and Indian Joe in 1883. Mr. Hite gave them 
the names of “President,” “Senator” and “Congress- 
man.” The bridges were rechristened in 1905 by mem- 
pers of the Salt Lake Commercial Club expedition. The 
names “Bdwin,” “Augusta” and “Carolyn” were given 
in honor of members of the party and their friends. 
Four. years later President Taft issued a proclamation 
changing the boundaries of the Natural Bridges National 
Monument and at the same time officially gave the 
bridges the Hopi names. The Edwin was changed to 
Owachomo, the Carolyn to Kachina and the Augusta to 
Sipapu. As such they are officially known in Washing- 
ton, but the old names are’ commonly used throughout 
the West. 

Ages ago the great sandstone beds overlying the en- 
tire region must have been pushed upward by the in- 
ternal forces of the earth until, at places of their great- 
est elevation, the various strata separated, mountains 


The Nonnezoshe is 208 were formed and large cracks opened up that extended 


in zig-zag lines through the slopes of the vast table land. 
This process of elevation was undoubtedly a gradual one, 
and, as the water of the mountains sought the lower 
level, they took their courses through irregular crev- 
ices. Their rushing currents and surging eddies wore 
off the sharp corners, sought out the. soft places in the 
wielding sandstone, dug out deep caverns and recesses 
in the cliffs, and left behind them a series of graceful 
curves and fantastic forms to amaze and delight the 
visitor at every turn. 

The elevation and opening’of the formation often left 
a narrow section of cliff extending out into -the gorge, 
around which the stream made its way. The constant 
surging. of the water against the barrier revealed @ 
soft place in the sandsone, where it gradually ate out a 
half-dome-shaped cave. In a few. instances, as the water 
swirled around the other side of the barrier, it reached 
a corresponding soft place and ground out another cave. 

When, in the course of time, the backs of .the two 
semi-circular caves came together, the waters found a 
shorter course through that opening; enlarged the 
archway and smoothed off and rounded into graceful 
curves the sides of its mighty buttresses. Thus a bridge 
was formed and became a mighty span of enduring rock,

whose foundations and graceful superstructures were 
built by ages. All of the White Canyon bridges and 
the great arch of Nonnezoshe seem to have been formed 
in this manner. So do the majority of the smaller 
arches. 

The Edwin is a graceful structure. The long arch of 
sandstone is only 10 feet thick in the center and the 
proportions give an impression of lightness that is very 
pleasing. Near it are domes and turrets fashioned by 
the same means that produced a bridge and, nestling in 
a cave worn in the sunny side of the cliff near one end, 
are the deserted homes ofa Cliff DwWeller’s village. 

Three miles below the way was almost blocked by 
a cliff which rises in amazing proportions. Seventy- 
five feet above, ‘at the right, the barrier has been wor 
away. and plainly visible is the course of a great strea 
that once pursued its winding way among the might} 
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world’s largest known natural bridge would appear

cliffs. A little further to the left is the end of Armstrong 
Canyon and there one stands in the shadow of a great 
archway which the waters of White Canyon have cut 
through the barrier that seems to. block the course. This 
is the Carolyn (Kachina). 

Sharp corners and broken lines, show the unfinished 
work of the natural artisan. Nature has not yet given 
the final touches, but wind and storm and driving sand 
will continue to chisel and polish until the lines are 
all graceful curves. . 

Passing to the right up the main fork of ‘White Can- 
yon, winding between lofty cliffs, in the hollow of 
whose seamed and scarred sides are the homes, the forti- 
fications and the granaries of an ancient population, 
after a walk of about two miles one stands under the 
arch of the world’s most massive and: graceful natural 
bridge—the Augusta (Sipapu). The Augusta is the 
crownjng glory of the three spans. It- combines mas- 
siveness with a gracefulness - of proportions that is 
equaled by no other natural arch. 

Nonnezoshe, in appearance, is not so much a real 
bridge as the structures in the White Canyon district 
because the top of the span is not level. Here the sand- 
stone has been more yielding and the forces at work, 
perhaps, more constant, so that erosion has progressed 
much farther and left only a curving arm of harder rock 
stretched gracefully across the canyon. 

Another of the larger bridges is south of Moab. Caves 
have been hollowed out of the cliffs at various points 
and numerous natural reservoirs are found scattered 
on the surface of the bare rocks where soft places have 
been found in the stone, or where whirling eddies of 
former ages have ground out cisterns. Some of these 
are shallow tanks, while others reach down 20 feet

and more through solid sandstone. Some are irregular 
and winding in their course, while others look as though 
they had been sunk by some titanic drill when the gods 
were playing with the earth’s crust. 

A few drain considerable areas. In a few instances 
reservoirs have been formed directly behind a cave that 
was being hollowed out of the side of the cliff. As 
walls of the cave extended farther and farther bag 
ward, the reservoir sunk deeper and was enlarged lit- 
tle by little, until its bottom broke through into the 
back of the cave. Then the waters surged through and 
lost themselves in the valley below. Every downpour of 
rain and every driving wind carried the work a little 
farther until the former roofs of the cave became an 
arch. When the reservoir held the waters until its 
depth about equaled that of the cave, then the arch be- 
came a real bridge, as in the case of the big one in 
Grand County, which has been christened “Pikyabo.” 

The same mighty hand carved the structures in Mon- 
ument Park and in other sections of this broken coun- 
try, and carved them much in the same fashion as the 
two types represented in the White Canyon bridges and 
in the Pikyabo. The Sansosie and the Sitsosie are only 
recent discoveries and when they were found lack of 
time’ prevented the collection of complete data. It is 
probable that they will be examind more carefully this 
summer. .
